CHRISTIAN  LAW  OP  MARRIAGE. 

A  peinplilet  with  the  abore  title  has  lately 
appeared  from  the  pen  of  Bst.  B  DanniEg,  of 
Balle  lalo,  which  cannot  fail  to  ezoite  some  de> 
gree  of  interest  by  the  singular  position  which  it 
assumes,  and  which  it  aims  to  prore,  viz  ;  “  that 
it  is  wrong  for  C  iristians  to  form  matrimonial 
eonneotioQS  with  those  who  are  not  oonsidered 
Christians.”  The  argument  is  based  on  the  au¬ 
thority  of  both  the  Old  and  New  Testament, 
anl  issnpported  by  mnoh  sad  ezperienoe,  she  (ring 
the  unhappy  results  of  marriages  where  a  lack  of 
religions  sympathy  leads  to  alienation  of  feeling, 
defeotire  family  training,  and  the  spiritnal  de- 
olecs’or,  if  not  apostioy,  of  the  Christian  partner. 
The  passages  from  the  New  Testament  mainly 
relied  npon  are  I.  Cor,  Yll,  39,  and  II.  Cor., 
yi,  14.  Their  application  to  the  subjeot  is  sns 
tained  by  references  to  the  writings  of  Soott,  Jay, 
Barnes,  James,  and  Hiokok.  If  we  understand 
the  Writer,  he  goes  so  far  as  to  insist  upon  the 
dity  of  the  minister  to  refuse  to  unite  the  par¬ 
ties,  unless  he  oah  do  so  in  aooordanoe  with  this 
supposed  ”  law  of  Christian  marrisge.” 

The  argument  is  able  and  thorongh,  and  yet 
it  is  Tory  obrions  that  this  is  a  snlgeot  where 
general  rules  oannot  be  rigidly  enforoed.  The 
question  of  Christian  oharaoter  is  one  not  always 
easy  to  be  determined.  Chnroh  membership, 
with  a  life  outirardly  oonsistent  therewith — 
which  Mr.  Dinning  would  hare  ns  "charitably  ” 
consider  as  suffi  sient  CTidenoo,  b  bat  a  fallible 
test  There  are,  we  are  sorry  to  say,  indiTiduale 
in  good  ohureh  standing,  whose  personal  and  do- 
mestio  itflacnoe  would  be  far  more  unfarorable 
to  the  Chrisuan  adranoement  of  a  husband  or 
wife,  than  that  of  others  who  make  no  profession 
of  religion.  If  a  minister  b  to  assume  more 
than  an  adrbory  part  in  the  matter,  be  will  often 
find  himself  inrolred  iu  grave  d  fhonlty.  His 
refnsal  to  solomniz)  the  marriage  will,  in  somo 
instances  at  least,  oooasion  new  evils  as  well  as 
fail  altogether  in  obstruoting,  ezoept  for  a  brief 
time,  those  whioh  ho  seeks  to  prereuL 

In  Ea}iDg  this,  ho«rever,  we  would  not  be  an- 
derstood  as  abating  in  the  bast  the  force  of  the 
very  just  remarks  contained  in  thb  pamphlet  on 
the  praotioal  evils  whioh  are  often  attendant  np¬ 
on  marriages  where  religions  sympathy  b  want¬ 
ing.  But  a  consideration  of  these  evils  snggests 
others  that  may  (zist  either  dUtinot  or  iu  oombi- 
nation  with  them.  It  is  not  enough  that  indi¬ 
viduals  should  bo  of  the  same  faith  or  belong  to 
the  same  oommunion.  Tocre  may  still  be  a  di¬ 
versity  of  taste  and  edueation,  that  will  render 
their  union  ntteily  nnoongenial.  A  great  social 
as  well  as  Ciristhn  problem,  b  that  of  reduoiog 
the  Bouroos  of  domestic  nuhapplnsss,  and  it  is 
one  that  has  never  attraoted  more  attention  from 
wbe,  thoughtful  and  good  men,  than  at  the  pres 
eat  time.  Bjoent  ducursions  in  the  British 
Parliamont,  are  an  iodez  of  the  interest  felt  in 
this  question  on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic. 
Divorce  in  E  gland,  aud  to  some  rz^eut  in  this 
country,  has  been  a  sort  of  marketable  commodi¬ 
ty,  a  lazury  of  wealth,  while  jisticon  quires  that 
the  laws  upon  the  subject,  whatever  they  may 
be,  shall  boar  fqiilly  upon  all  classes.  But 
only  in  a  very  ema>l  number  of  ixjoptioual  cases, 
can  divorce  be  the  hating  remedy  for  ill  assorted 
marriages.  A  oivil  zs'l  and  Ciristian  oommani 
ty  can  never  bo  brougit  to  look  with  favor  upon 
any  system  wtiieh  tends  to  weaken  the  solemnity 
of  the  marringe  vow,  or  increases  the  f^ciUty  of 
its  dbsolutioii.  All  tao  geuius  and  eb  quince  of 
Milton,  so  tff  dtive  on  other  themes,  have  faded 
on  this.  Th(  ro  are  evils  which  it  is  better  to 
bear  than  to  heek  reliof  by  a  remedy  which  would 
bo  a  greater  evil  still.  The  family  oompaot  is 
one  that  caunot  be  too  sacredly  guarded.  It  b 
in  tho  socsei  of  demtstio  life  that  the  future  of 
men  and  natives  b  to  bo  determined,  and  any  re- 
lazing  of  the  bonds  that  unite  its  members,  would 
soon  lead  to  a  loosening  of  all  domestio,  sceial 
and  moral  restraints. 

It  certainly  is  not  to  inoreasod  facilities  of  di¬ 
vorce — as  somo  innovating  and  orude  arguments 
of  ill-digAsted  reform  would  suggest — that  we 
are  to  look  for  a  remedy  for  the  inoongralties 
and  miseries  of  married  life.  There  must  be 
that  just  estimate  of  the  famil  y  relations,  and 
that  oonviotion  of  its  solemn  and  indissolnble  na¬ 
ture,  whioh  will  lead  the  young  and  ardent  to 
pause  and  oonsider  long  before  they  take  a  step 
whioh  they  cannot  retrace;  and  it  b  nokindoers 
to  the  oommunitj  at  large  to  make  rales  for  ez- 
oeptional  oasts,  so  Uz  as  to  cncoorage  reckless 
and  impulsive  determinations.  We  cannot  over¬ 
estimate  those  elements  of  domestic  peace  and 
happiness,  which  have  given  an  almost  saored  and 
holy  meaning  to  that  Anglo  Sazon  word  Aoms. 
Of  all  relatioaship!<,  that  whioh  Chrbt  has  chosen 
as  the  symbol  of  Hu  union  with  the  Churob, 
shoold  ^  the  most  harmonious  and  endearing. 
It  should  be  oharaoterized  by  a  mutual  oonli 
denoe  and  affeotion,  never  dbtnrbcd  by  a  dbooid- 
ant  word  or  secret  dbtrust.  It  should  be  hal¬ 
lowed  sgainit  the  intrusion  of  any  element  of 
alienation.  In  the  peaoeful  seolnsion  of  a  oon 
genbl  home,  none  shoold  wear,  or  feel  the  need 
to  wear,  a  mask.  Th  o  heart  should  open  itself 
with  guileless  and  nnsuspeeting  sinoerity,  sore 
of  sympathy,  and  seoure  against  betrayal  Such 
a  Boene  would  be  no  faint  reflection  of  Paradise, 
Lost,  and  a  type  and  promise  of  Paradise  Be- 
giuoed.  In  snob  a  home  infancy  and  childhood 
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or  of  silent  ezample,  lessons  whose  value  would  be 
felt  and  appreciated  in  future  ytars. 

Bat  these  results  can  only  be  seonred  by  the 
ezteeded  ufluenoo  and  application  of  Cnristian 
truth.  Something  indeed  might  perhaps  be  done 
by  wise  legislative  enaotments,  in  addition  to 
those  whioh  now  ezist,  as  a  check  upon  the  facil¬ 
ity  with  whioh  hasty  and  ill-advised  marriages 
aroeolcmn'z.d.  And  yet  it  may  bo  said  with 
much  force,  that  there  is  danger  in  such  a  case 
that  tho  barriers  to  lawful  marriage  should  bo 
fonnd  only  a  now  enoonragement  to  illegitimate 
oonneotioDB.  Certainly  there  are  frequent  mar¬ 
riages  that  are  “  not  fit  to  be  made,”  and  from 
which  we  can  only  augur  domestio  dbcord  and 
nnbappineES.  Clergymen  may  in  some  instances 
ezert  their  influence  to  prevent  them,  but  it  is 
more  than  questionable  whether  Chrbtian  morals 
require,  or  even  sanction  tho  dissolution  of  en¬ 
gagements  already  formed,  where  one  of  the  par¬ 
ties  “  oannot  bo  considered  a  Christian.”  Indi¬ 
viduals  should  bo  solemnly  warned  of  the  oonsc- 
qaenoes  whioh  are  almost  sure  to  follow  their  nn- 
ion  with  persons  not  only  destitnte  of  religious 
sympathy,  but  in  other  respects  unfitted  to  be 
partners  for  life.  The  danger  of  future  unhap 
piness,  and  a  regret  too  bitter  for  language  to  ez- 
press,  should  be  held  up  before  them,  nor  should 
they  bo  allowed  without  faithful  but  friencily 
warning  to  take  a  step  of  such  serious  moment, 
whioh  oannot  be  recalled.  B3yond  this  wo  see 
not  that  the  minister  has  either  the  duty  or  the 
right  to  go.  _ 
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CBABLOTTS  BaOKTE. 

Several  weeks  since  we  noticed  with  a  few 
brief  words  of  commendation  the  publication  of 
a  life  of  Charlotte  Bronte.  It  was  all  we  had 
then  spaoe  to  give.  But  we  cannot  part  from 
the  sobjmt  without  something  more.  We  oannot 
let  the  grave  close  over  so  much  genius  and  gen¬ 
tleness,  over  such  splendor  of  intellect  and  noble¬ 
ness  of  heart,  over  thoughts  so  high  and  a  char¬ 
acter  so  pure,  without  a  further  tribute  to  her 
memory.  When  death  takes  away  the  gifted  and 
the  good,  the  world  seems  cold  and  dreary,  and 
it  is  only  by  medit&tiog  on  the  lessons  of  their 
life  that  we  in  part  repair  their  loss.  There  are 
not  so  many  superior  natures  that  we  can  afl'ord 
to  let  them  depart,  without  endeavoring  to  gain 
from  their  brief  cireor  somo  lesson  to  cheer  our 
own  darkness  and  gloom.  The  life  of  Charlotte 
Bronte  ought  to  be  especially  dear  to  her  own 
sez,  for  she  has  done  more  than  any  writer  of 
the  tge  fer  the  Emancipation  of  Woman ;  to  ain 
dicate  her  intelleotnal  equality  with  the  stronger 
sez,  and  to  secure  her  just  influence  and  respect 
in  the  oonnsels  of  man,  and  her  true  position  in 
tho  arrangements  of  S  joiety. 

If  ever  there  was  a  child  of  ganius,  it  was 
Obarlotte  Bronte.  To  eztertal  eircumstances 
she  owed  nothing.  She  was  born  in  obsonrity, 
the  daughter  of  a  poor  country  minister,  liv¬ 
ing  away  among  the  Yorkshire  hills.  Around 
her  was  nothing  to  act  powerfully  on  the  imagi¬ 
nation  of  a  youog  girl,  or  to  awaken  the  oon- 
fciousness  of  eztiaordinary  powers.  She  had  no 
iatellectusl  scoiaty.  There  was  no  Hall  of  L  jarn- 
ing  near  to  welaomo  her  to  its  shades;  no  Li¬ 
brary,  where  she  might  hide  in  secret  alcoves, 
and  pore  over  the  treasures  of  poetry  abd  history 
She  had  not  even  tho  stimulus  of  natural  .scenery. 
As  she  looked  round  the  horizon,  she  caught  no 
thrilling  gleam  of  mouutains  or  tho  sea.  All 
around  heaved  the  wild,  bloak  and  lonely  moors. 
In  such  ubfiie’.idly  circamstanojs  grew  up  Gear 
lotte  Bronte  and  her  sisters,  lonely  aod  trembling 
flowers  upon  the  heath, 

Their  mother — a  pah’i  delicate  woman — died 
in  their  obildhood,  leaving  five  daughters  and  a 
son.  The  father’s  meat  s  were  slender,  and  en¬ 
abled  him  to  provide  but  poorly  for  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  his  cbildien.  Ttio  elder  daughters  were 
sent  to  a  poor  school  at  a  few  milt'S  distance. 
Here  they  gleaned  somo  fragmemts  of  knowledge, 
though  their  spirits  were  oru-thed  and  broken  by 
uiikied  treatment..  From  this  harsh  d  soipiine 
two  of  the  sisters  roturued  hone  to  die,  leavirg 
tho  three  afterwards  kojwu  as  Ourrer,  EHis  aud 
Aotou  Boll.  Ccarlotte  beoame  aa  under  teacher, 
and  afterwards  a  goverLcssin  a  private  family — 
a  poBieiou  which  in  England  is  a  tryirgoue,  from 
rbe  faot  that  its  pla^c  is  not  cleatly  dtfiued. 
The  poor  govornc^s,  ct-peoially  in  tie  %ujiiie8  of 
upstarts  and  vulgar  rich  people,  ia  often  treated 
as  a  kind  of  upper  servant,  half-way  between  the 
maids  and  the  members  of  the  family.  The  pur¬ 
gatory  of  mortifications,  through  which  her  sensi- 
tive  nature  had  to  pass,  are  powerfully  described 
in  Jane  Eyre.  In  tho  interval  of  teaching  an 
uornly  pack  of  children,  the  employed  in  plaiu 
sewing  the  hand  that  was  afterwards  to  pen  "tho 
most  remarkable  b  jok  ever  written  by  a  woman.” 

As  she  was  designed  for  the  post  of  a  teacher, 
she  was  permitted  the  advantage  of  a  year’s  rcs- 
idenoe  at  a  boarding  school  in  Brussels,  where 
she  learned  Frenoh.  From  the  continent  she  re¬ 
turned  to  her  homo.  About  this  time  the  sisters 
planned  to  open  a  school  in  their  own  house. 
But  while  this  was  pending,  the  prejeot  was  con¬ 
ceived  of  writing  books.  They  had  made  slight 
essays  in  poetry  before,  but  with  small  success. 
They  now  struck  upon  the  plan  of  a  work  of 
fiction. 

At  this  time  the  sisters,  shut  np  in  their  lonely 
parsonage,  lived  in  a  world  of  their  own.  Their 
father — a  grave,  old  man — spent  the  live  long 
day  in  his  study,  at  times  not  even  desoendtrg  to 
the  simple  family  mesL  He  noted  little  how 
his  daughters’  mitds  faded  or  flonrished.  Thus 
left  to  themselves,  the  three  sisters  were  all  the 
world  to  each  other.  Together  they  tramped 
over  the  wild,  desolate  moors;  and  at  night, 
when  all  was  silent  in  the  house,  they  eat  still  by 
the  fire,  talking  long  and  earnestly.  Out  of 
these  oonsuliations  and  planniDgs  oame  Jane 
Etke.  The  outlines  were  ditensKd  by  the  sis¬ 
ters.  Emily  and  Anne  wanted  a  daahiog  hero 
ine — tal)|  stately  and  handsome.  Without  an 
attraotive  central  figure,  they  thought  it  impot- 
siblo  to  czcite  an  interest  in  the  story.  Bat 


plain  aud  as  small  as  myself,  who  shall  be  as  in- ! 
teresting  as  any  of  yours.”  How  well  she  suo- 
oeeded,  all  the  world  knowA  She  began  with 
the  humblest  materials — tho  poor,  miserable 
school  to  which  she  had  been  sent  in  her  early 
days.  Her  ezperionce  had  been  narrow  and 
ooofined,  bat  she  did  not  attempt  to  go  beyond 
it,  and  to  desoribo  sooncs  the  bad  not  wit¬ 
nessed.  Her  book  was  the  story  cf  a  school 
girl  and  a  governes.",  both  of  which  she  bad 
been.  She  kept  to  simple,  naked  reality,  and 
henoo  the  vivid  and  startliDg  troth  of  her 
piotnres.  The  background  was  bleak  and  bar¬ 
ren  as  one  of  her  own  Yorkshire  moors,  bat  her 
geqjas  played  over  it  like  the  lightning  over  the 
darkened  heath.  It  was  made  radiant  and  thrill¬ 
ing  by  those  bnrsts  of  poetic  feeling  which  illn- 
mintd  her  lonely  ezistence,  which  made  her  bum¬ 
ble  dwelling  and  little  school-room  sometimes 
glow  with  unearthly  splendor. 

Thus  was  oonoeived  and  written  Jane  Evre. 
Without  the  father’s  knowledge,  it  was  sent  o£F 
to  London  and  published  ;  and  one  morning  the 
author  "  awoke  and  found  herself  famous.”  The 
sensation  which  it  caused  ia  tho  literary  world 
was  such  as  had  hardly  b3ca  known  since  the 
publication  of  Waveiley.  But  for  a  long  time 
the  writer  was  ooneoalcd.  It  had  been  published 
under  the  name  of  Currer  B  .ll,  and  oiitics  de¬ 
bated  whether  it  was  written  by  a  man  or  a  wo¬ 
man.  Opiniots  also  were  divided  as  to  the  obar- 
aotcr  and  tendency  cf  the  book.  All  oonfessed 
its  wonderful  power.  But  some  thought  it  too 
sombre ;  that  its  p'eturrs  were  too  dark,  either 
for  pleasant  oontemplation  or  for  real  ezistence. 
The  answer  to  sU  this  is  to  bo  found  in  the  sor¬ 
rows  of  her  own  life.  If  her  pictures  were  dark, 
it  must  be  remembered  that  little  sunshine  had 
shone  into  her  own  ezistence.  She  described 
what  she  saw  and  felt  and  suffered.  The  true 
key  to  her  writings  will  be  found  in  tlis  simple 
a«d  touching  story  cf  her  life.  Whoever  reads 
this,  will  confess  that  all  the  shadows  in  the  pic¬ 
ture  bad  their  ccuuterpart  in  the  personal  and 
domestic  griefs  which  Long  with  fatal  oppression 
upon  her  own  breast.  Even  fame  did  not  bring 
unminglcd  happiness.  Sorrows  still  darkened 
around  her  home.  Her  sisters  died.  Oue  was 
laid  by  the  seaehorc,  whither  she  had  gone  in  hope 
of  beirg  revived  by  the  air.  The  other  slept  iu 
their  own  churchyard,  right  urder  the  windows 
of  the  parsonage.  Her  only  brother  was  led  into 
misoonduot  worse  thon  death  ;  ho  b<  came  intem¬ 
perate,  and  soon  finished  his  wretched  career, 
sinking  into  a  dishonored  grav«\  Thab  Coarlotte 
WAS  left  alone  by  her  fireside,  wi  th  her  aged 
father,  to  watoh  the  long,  long  evenings  away, 
thinking  of  the  forms  that  were  gone,  and  the 
voices  that  were  silent 

Bat  at  loBgtli  happiness  came.  In  the  Sammer 
of  1854  she  was  married  to  her  father’s  curate,  a 
Mr.  Nichols,  who  had  long  known  acd  loved  her, 
and  who  is  dcRcribed  in  her  biography  as  a  high- 
minded  aud  honorable  man,  who  fully  appreciated 
the  gifted  woman  to  whom  be  was  ui  ited,  aud 
who  for  the  brief  term  of  their  marritd  life,  s  ud- 
led  every  art  to  make  her.  happy.  It  seems  as  if 
joy  had  come  at  last ;  as  if  the  sad  and  clouded 
morning  of  ezistence  was  at  length  to  give  place 
to  a  long,  bright  Summer  day.  But  it  was  only 
a  brief  shining  after  rain.  Suddenly  tho  pitted 
clouds  closed  again,  aud  her  sun  wont  down 
while  it  was  yet  day.  In  a  few  months  from  htr 
marriage  her  health  began  to  decline,  and  in  less 
thau  one  year  she  was  laid  beside  her  brother 
and  sisters  in  tho  old  oburchyard.  The  last 
socae  is  one  of  inezpreasiblo  sadness.  As  her 
bu^band  bent  over  her,  pale  ar  d  anzious,  the 
caught  his  look  and  exclaimed,  "  Ob,  I  am  not 
goit  g  to  die,  sm  I  ?  He  will  not  separate  us ; 


we  have  been  so  happy.”  It  was  sad  iu- 
deed  that  her  hopes  must  termioate  here,  yet 
it  is  corsoling  to  think  that  one  gleam  of  clear, 
bright  EUDshine  fell  upon  tho  last  days  of  Char¬ 
lotte  Bronto. 

Toe  fa  n  i’;  ow  arc  all  gore,  except  the  hus¬ 
band  and  the  vencrahlo  father,  who  at  the  age  of 
eighty  years  still  stands,  like  a  bfey  pine,  which 
the  stoi  mu  have  stripped  of  its  branches,  e  adly  wav- 
ii'g  in  the  Winter’s  wind  over  his  children’s 
graves. 

The  memoir,  by  Mrs.  Giskell,  is  a  bsan'ifnl 
tribute  of  one  gifted  woman  to  another.  V>^e  ad¬ 
mire  it  for  its  simplicity,  for  its  abetinetps  from 
all  aini’i'g  at  efft  ct.  There  is  no  attempt  to 
make  a  remarioo  out  of  the  sid  and  melancholy 
story.  And  yet  in  its  simple  truth,  it  conveys  a 
lesson  which  is  most  useful  to  her  rex,  ehowirg 
what  may  be  done  with  no  external  aids,  by  the 
more  force  of  genius  aud  of  truth.  If  our  voice 
ODuld  reach  beyond  the  Atlantio,  it  would  utter 
its  grateful  benedioion  on  the  band  that  has  por¬ 
trayed  one  of  tho  loved  and  lost  in  such  simple 
grace  as  to  cc shrine  her  name  in  the  admiration 
and  affcoiion  of  all  pure  and  Lohlo  hearts.  Miss 
Bronte  and  Mrs.  Gaskcll  are  women  of  kindred 
genius,  and  representatives  of  a  noble  sisterhood, 
who  in  both  hemispherrs  are  working  out  the 
great  problem  of  tho  iu  dependence  and  dignity 
of  Woman. 


THE  COUHT  OF  AtPBALS. 

In  common  with  all  friends  of  peace  and  good 
order  in  this  city,  wo  njoice  at  the  prospect  of 
final  relief  from  the  anarchy  which  we  have  suf¬ 
fered  for  the  past  two  months.  Tho  Court  of 
Appeals  has  rendered  its  decision  in  the  cafo  of 
the  Metropolitan  Police  CommiEEioners  and 
Mayor  Wood,  fully  oonfirming  the  constitution¬ 
ality  of  the  present  law.  By  this  deoision  the 
Commissioners  appointed  by  Governor  King  and 
the  Senate,  are  estabb'shed  as  the  lightfnl  an- 
thority,  and  every  power  assumed  by  Mr.  Wood, 
since  they  entered  upon  tiicir  i  ffioo,  has  been  il¬ 
legal  and  void.  If  his  (xeroue  of  such  power 
has  resolted  iu  it  jury  to  others,  he  is  of  coarse 
liable  to  proseontion  for  damagcA 

Tbis  resale  has  long  been  foreseen  by  calm 
9-d  sober  men,  who  have  been  spectatora  cf  this

of  the  law.  By  his  course  he  has  thrown  the  ] 
city  government  into  oonfubion ;  he  has  given  co- 
casion  to  violence  and  bloodshed,  and  covered  ] 
onr  good  name  with  disgrace.  And  now  at  last, 
after  all  his  boasting  and  blaster,  he  is  obliged 
to  submit.  At  the  beginning  he  might  have 
yielded  with  dignity  and  grace.  Now  he  is  j 
forced  from  his  position  by  the  stern  decree  of  | 
the  law.  A  more  hamiliating  position  for  the 
chief  magistrate  of  a  city  can  hardly  be  imagin¬ 
ed.  Instead  of  retiring  wish  honor,  he  has  wait¬ 
ed  to  be  turned  oat  by  the  oonrts.  His  poUoe,  | 
whioh  a  week  ago  he  mastered  a  thousand  strong 
at  the  City  Hali  to  defund  him,  he  must  now 
tarn  adrift,  since  he  has  no  money  to  pay  them. 
From  his  position  as  a  city  despot,  he  is  reduced 
to  oemparative  weakness  acd  contempt. 

THE  ACTION  OP  THE  ASSEMBLY 
ON  SLAVERY. 

It  has  been  cor  privilege  to  attend  several  of 
the  General  Assemblies  of  our  Chnroh  in  past 
years,  but  from  none  have  we  roturned  with 
feelings  of  greater  satibfaotion  than  tho  one  re¬ 
cently  held  in  the  city  of  Cleveland.  Tho  im¬ 
portance  of  the  questions  there  to  be  discussed  and 
to':ed  npon,  and  that  too  under  olrcamstanocs, 
which  to  say  the  least  were  in  many  respects  in¬ 
felicitous,  and  tendieg  to  prevent  decisions  solely 
on  their  merits,  naturally  caused  apprehensions 
in  the  minds  of  all  interested  in  tho  welfare  of 
this  branch  of  tho  Churoh  of  Gsrist.  We  con¬ 
fess  to  having  shared  in  these  fears.  And  now, 
sicca  results  have  been  reached  so  eminently 
wise,  80  clearly  within  tho  province  of  the  As¬ 
sembly,  and  in  which  so  large  a  portion  of  the 
Churoh  could  so  heartily  unite,  wo  weald  ex¬ 
press  our  gratitude  to  Almighty  Ged  for  the 
wisdom  given  in  this  hour  of  need,  and  for  the 
firmness  and  faithfulness  evinoed  by  the  mem¬ 
bers  ia  discharging  the  responsible  trusts  devolv¬ 
ing  upon  them  at  this  crisis  of  our  history. 
Since  the  adjournment  of  the  Assembly  wo  have 
traveled  over  a  great  portion  of  the  West,  visit¬ 
ing  the  principal  citicfl,  and  were  brought  into 
oontaot  with  many  of  tho  best  pastors  of  our 
Chnroh,  and  from  noae  did  we  hear  a  word  that 
would  not  indicate  a  perfect  arquuscenoe  and 
sati  Jaotion  in  the  action  taken  on  the  subject 
which  occupied  the  greater  portion  of  the  time 
of  that  body.  The  Bamo  is  true  of  the  pastors 
and  laymen  in  this  city  and  vicinity,  so  far  as 
we  have  heard  their  opinions.  If  there  are  ex¬ 
ceptions,  they  have  not  oome  to  onr  kao (v ledge. 
That  this  should  prove  so,  was  hardly  to  be  ez- 
pcoted,  when  wo  remember  the  diversity  of  views 
entertained  on  the  sabjeot  of  Slavery  by  good 
men  at  the  North.  The  united  and  fervent 
prayers  of  Gh)d’s  people  in  behalf  of  the  Avnem- 
bly  were  acavured,  so  that  tho  variant  views  of 
members  wore  happily  harmoniz  d,and  the  Nonh 
were  enabled  to  stand  together  with  surprising 
unanimity  on  tho  broad  platform  cf  tho  tried 
priiic'ples  of  the  Presbytoriaa  Churoh. 

As  we  have  already  intimated,  tho  subjeot  of 
abEoibing  interest  before  tho  Assembly  was  Sla¬ 
very.  By  refircuoe  to  our  report  it  will  be  seen 
that  ttreucy-seven  memorials  were  presonted,  and 
put  into  the  bands  of  the  C/mmitteo  on  Bills 
and  Over! arcs.  After  an  examination  of  these 
papers,  and  a  protracted  dUoussion  in  the  oom- 
mittcc,  a  report  was  prosented  whioh  attemp'.td 
to  distinguish  between  two  classes  of  opinion  on 
tSe  6ul  jeot  of  Slavery  in  the  Southern  States. 
That  this  wa^  an  honest  expres.sion  of  their  view 
of  the  matter,  no  ono  can  questioa  For  tueh 
was  tho  Opinion  of  a  considerable  portion  of  tho 
Northern  Churoh  up  to  that  time.  And  m»ny 
members  cf  the  Assembly  shared  in  the  Eurpriso 
evinoed  by  the  Committee  at  tho  openiog  of  the 
discussion,  when  they  heard  Southern  delegates 
avow  their  substantial  agreement  with  tho  prin¬ 
ciples  advocated  by  Dr.  Ross  in  his  late  letters. 
Hitherto  they  had  regarded  him,  as  he  has  been 
styled  beoauso  of  bis  extreme  views,  as  the 
“  CAlhouu  ”  tf  the  Cfcurcb,  and  none,  they  }i.id 
felt  persuaded,  except  it  might  be  the  Presbyte¬ 
ry  of  Lcxipgton  South,  and  a  few  brethren  iu 
Virginia,  would  publicly  endorse  his  position. 
But  when  they  asocit&iucd  that  many  of  Iheir 
Soutbein  brethren  fiad  entirely  changed  their 
former  ground  on  this  qacetioD,  and  bad  tban- 
doned  tho  long  cstabliblied  End  settled  principles 
of  the  church,  they  felt  that  such  vietvs  were  not 
to  bo  oounfcnanccd  for  a  moment,  even  if  in 
their  oondemt  alion  they  should  occasion  grief  to 
those  whom  they  had  respected,  and  with  whom 
they  bad  long  Ubored  in  tho  common  cause  of 
their  Mat-ter. 

How  to  secure  aotlon  that  would  commend  it 
self  to  tho  sound  judgment  and  oonsoienoe  of  the 
Ghorcb,  and  be  efficient  from  its  unanimity,  and 
give  no  juat  ctnsoof  ofleEoe  to  any,  or  reason  for 
any  Synod  or  Presbytery  to  withdraw,  that  was 
willing  to  stand  on  the  original  prinoiples  of  onr 
Church,  was  the  great  question  before  tho  As- 
Ecmbly.  Such  aotion  was  happily  had  on  the 
paper  of  Dr.  Allen,  of  Cinoinnati,  aa  amended 
by  Rev.  Henry  Kendall,  of  Bloomfield,  N.  Y. 
The  paper  as  that  amended  was  adopted  by  yeas 
and  cays,  every  Northern  member  except  thiee 
voting  for  it 

Our  report  of  the  debate  on  the  several  papers 
presented,  is  very  full,  and  was  made  with  the 
utmost  impartiality  and  fidelity,  deiirons  as  we 
were  to  furnish  our  readers  with  the  materials  of 
forming  their  own  opinionA  And  bad  other 
jonrnals  ontside  of  the  dcDominatioo,  that  were 
there  represented,  done  the  same,  instead  of  pnb- 
lishisg  letters  whioh  reflected  ofaiefly  the  opinions 
and  feelings  of  their  writers,  we  cannot  bat  be¬ 
lieve  the  cause  of  troth  would  have  been  greatly 
promoted. 

We  are  especially  desirons  that  onr  readers 
should  oarefnlly  examine  the  final  aotion  of  the 
Assembly  on  the  sabjeot.  If  we  mistake  not, 
they  will  find  that  it  has  bat  vindicated  the  de- 
oided  anti-slavery  oharaoter  of  onr  Ghnrob,  from 
the  brgiQQing,  A  referenoe  to  onr  past  history 
will  show  that  the  Presbyterian  Chnreh  in  1787, 
b  fore  the  General  A^Ecmbly  wu  formed,  most 
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clearly  defined  its  position  in  favor  of  tho  abo¬ 
lition  of  slavery ;  that  in  1798  the  Assembly  ap¬ 
proved  tho  aotion  of  the  Synods  of  New- York  and 
Pniladelphia,  acd  published  the  principles  then 
formally  adopted ;  and  that  these  were  re  affirmed 
by  sneoessive  Assemblies  in  the  years  1795, 
1815,  and  1818.  The  oharaoter  of  tho  paper  al¬ 
most  nnanimously  passed  in  1818  is  well  known  to 
be  one  of  the  strongest  anti-slavery  documents  over 
emanating  from  a  Christian  body  in  this  country. 
Dr.  Green  was  the  chairman  of  tho  committee. 
The  Suuth  voted  for  these  resolutions,  and  so  far 
as  it  appears,  with  entire  acquicsoenoe.  And 
sinoe  the  division  of  our  Chnroh,  the  same  prin 
o’ples  have  been  asserted  by  our  Assemblies  in 
1846,  1849, 1850  acd  1853.  If  the  recent  testi¬ 
mony  varies  in  any  essential  particular  frem  the 
others,  it  is  in  the  olearness  acd  decision  with 
whioh  the  great  evil  is  condemned.  By  it  onr 
Church  stands  acquitted  before  the  world  of  all 
participation  in  the  new  dootrines  attempted  to 
be  foisted  upon  it.  The  Assembly  at  Cleve¬ 
land  was  placed  in  a  now  and  trying  position. 
Sentiments  were  there  advanced  by  Southern 
members,  and  particularly  by  a  certain  Presby¬ 
tery,  which  were  now  and  regarded  as  opposed  to 
the  established  principles  of  the  Church.  These 
it  became  the  Assembly  to  notioe.  They  were 
very  properly  condemned,  and  tho  Presbytery 
holding  them  urged  to  oonsider  the  matter,  and 
abandon  their  untenable  position.  At  the  same 
time  mnoh  sympathy  was  expressed  for  all  those 
living  in  that  portion  of  onr  oonntry  where  the 
system  of  slavery  exist?,  who  hold  to  tho  prin¬ 
ciples  of  the  Churoh  on  the  saVjeot,  and  who  are 
faithfully  laboring  to  remove  the  evil  from  oor 
land,  by  the  praoticil  application  of  the  only  tree 
and  adequate  remedy — the  gospel  of  Christ.  All 
such  may  oonfidently  czpeot  the  hearty  and 
earnest  oo  operation  of  their  brethren  in  their  dif¬ 
ficult  work,  and  this  not  in  words  only,  bat  ia 
deeds  also. 

To  tho  course  of  the  Assembly  most  of  the 
Southern  delegates  took  ezoeption,  and  aa  our 
readers  know,  presented  a  written  protest.  They 
object  to  it  as  being  "  uncalled  for,”  and  that  its 
“  natural”  tfifeot  will  be  to  compel  the  South  to 
withdraw  from  the  Church.  In  reply  to  the 
last  charge  it  is  only  ncoo.<:8ary  to  say  the  paper 
finaliy  adopted,  was  intended  to  exsoind  no  mem¬ 
ber.  To  tho  former  we  reply  that  at  this  junot 
are  ihe  South  have  been  the  agitators,  and  have 
ncoessitated  the  present  aotion.  The  past  tosti 
mony  borne  by  tho  Churoh  they  have  treated 
with  the  utmost  disdain,  and  havo  demanded  as 
tho  price  of  continuanoe  with  us  that  silence  upon 
tho  sut'jeot  of  human  bondage,  whioh  mast  have 
been  regarded  by  all  Christendom  aa  an  endorse¬ 
ment  of  their  new  and  erroneous  doetrincs.  The 
Assembly  having  deolinod  suoh  an  alliance,  ^hey 
now  declare  that  they  have  been  virtnally  ex¬ 
scinded,  and  arc  calling  upon  tho  groat  body  of 
the  Churoh  for  sympathy  in  their  opposition. 
Snob  a  position  all  must  see  is  not  tenable ;  and 
if  on  this  pretext  they  withdraw  from  their 
Christian  brethren,  they  will  be  grievously  dis¬ 
appointed  iu  their  rxpeotations  of  sympathy  in 
tho  North.  For  in  doing  so  they  abant’oa  the 
only  defensible  ground  on  this  question,  and  shut 
themselves  out  from  the  fellowship  of  Ghiistians 
who  have  appreciated  their  trying  position,  and 
have  ever  been  ready  to  labor,  and  if  need  be  to 
sufTor  reproach  in  their  behalf. 

In  a  question  of  this  nature,  where  there  is 
danger  that  men  may  take  sides  from  education 
or  prejudice,  it  is  sometimes  well  to  learn  what 
uninterested  spectators  think  of  it.  A  single  par 
agraph  from  a  reoent  editorial  in  the  Presbyte¬ 
rian  of  the  West,  will  show  how  it  is  likely  to 
bo  regarded  by  the  wisest  men  of  tho  Old  S  ihoo’ : 

“  We  feel  that  when  men  of  that  Churob,  (N.S.) 
took  publicly  the  ground  that  ‘  Aoicrieau  s'av- 
ery  is  right  and  scriptural — an  Oidinauco  of  God,’ 
it  was  tho  duty  of  tho  Assembly  ‘  to  disapprovu 
atid  earutstly  to  condemn’  these  errors.  The 
Gcmral  Assembly  of  our  C-hurcb  will  do  so, 
whenever  any  Southern  Preshytery  takes  suub 
ground.  Wo  have  talk'  d  with  many  men,  who 
are  charged  by  s.  m-3  as  pro  slavery  men  in  <  ur 
Church,  who  will  never  couEtnt  that  our  Caurch 
shall  go  back  one  degree  on  tho  vexed  questiou 
Tho  men  who  will  sustain  the  views  whioh  the 
New  School  Assembly  have  condemned,  are  not 
at  Pfiuoetin,  or  Allegbaoy,  or  D<inville,  nor  art 
they  in  our  Boar'Js,  though  many  of  tbcfo  im  n 
tre  lioroe  and  furioui-  for  luoderntion,  and  against 
agitation.  Whenever  men  oomo  forward  as  Dr. 
R  )S3,  et  id  omne  genus,  have  done  in  the  New- 
Sohuol  body,  aud  avow  and  blow  abroad  suith 
views,  a  large  majority  of  our  Churoh  will  pro¬ 
nounce  sgaiLst  thtui.  Tho  Southern  men  in  the 
New  School  body  are  the  agitators,  on  whom  the 
sin  of  sohism  will  rest,” 
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Messes.  Eoitoks:— In  a  pamphlet  recently  sent 
abroad,  which  contains  one  tide  of  the  dUcnision  in 
regard  to  the  rule  adopted  by  the  Bzeoutlve  Oom- 
mittee  of  the  American  Home  Missionary  Society 
touching  the  discipline  of  chnrches  in  slaveholding 
communities,  I  find  a  quotation  from  a  sermon 
which  was  delivered  by  me  before  the  General  As 
sembly  of  1856,  The  paragraph  quoted  is  so  pre¬ 
sented  as  to  make  the  impression  that  I  have  at 
least  affirmed  the  principUs  on  which  tho  rule  o 
ho  H.  M.  SKsiety  is  defended.  Having  no  dispo¬ 
sition  to  after  4pto  the  controversy  respecting  the 
rule  in  question,  I  am  yet  unwilling  to  be  even 
constructively  placed  where  I  do  not  belong. 

In  my  sermon  I  rejocted  the  theory  which  th 
Indtpendent  advocated  in  1855,  when  decrying  th 
action  of  our  General  Assembly  in  the  appointment 
of  the  Church  Extension  Committee,  but  which  it 
now  seems  to  have  abandoned,  on  the  rise  of  a  now 
occasion  :  I  moan  the  theory  that  the  A.  H.  M.  So¬ 
ciety  was  formed  by  a  "  compact  ”  between  th 
Presbyterian  and  Cpngn  gstional  denorntnatieme, 
“as  i«cA”  This  view  of  the  matter,  which  the 
Independent  warmly  maintained,  Eeems  to  be  now 
obsolete. 

And  now  Dr.  Smith  and  others  contond,  on  tho 
opposite  extreme,  that  the  H.  M.  S  iclety  is  in  such 
a  sense  “  voluntary  ”  and  an  individual”  concern, 
as  to  be  under  no  obligation  to  respect  the  princi¬ 
ples  or  discipline  of  any  denomination,  beyond 
what  the  letter  of  its  Constitution  may  require,  or 
the  msjority  of  its  patrons  may  demand.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  this  view  of  the  subject,  the  H.  M.  Society 
is  not  a  "  co  operative  ”  institution  at  all ;  and,  as 
I  understand  Dr.  Smith  to  admit,  whenever  the 
msjority  of  the  patrons,  (being  Congregatiocalists,) 
shsll  indicste  such  a  wish,  it  will  bo  the  duty  of 
the  Executive  Committee  to  wUhdrav)  aU  aid  fmn 
Pfe&hyterian  churches.  These  conclusions  are  inevi- 
uble,  if  the  reasonings  of  Dr.  Smith  in  regard  to 
the  nature  of  the  H.  M.  Society  are  to  bo  admitted, 
ilow  soon  these  reasonings  will  be  carried  ent  to 
such  a  result  roma'ns  to  be  seen.  There  is  certain¬ 
ly  no  bsrrior  to  suoh  a  conclusion  in  the  letter  of 
the  Society’s  Constitotior.  It  is  well  to  look  in 
the  face  the  consequences  that  are  fairly  doduciblo 
from  the  premises  whioh  are  assamed  in  onr  dis- 
cunaions. 

But  how  can  I  consistently  dissent  from  Dr. 
Smith’s  view  ot  this  matter  after  what  I  have  said 
in  my  sermon,  regarding  tho  mutnal  independence 
of  the  II.  M.  Society  and  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  relation  to  each  other  1  The  answer  is  very 
eaay.  Tae  U.  M.  Society  is  not  the  result  of  a 
compact  between  the  Oongregatlcnal  and  Presby¬ 
terian  churches,  "  as  bodies  ”  So  I  maintained  in 
the  sermon  and  so  I  think  still.  But  docs  it  follow 
from  this  position  that  there  were  never  any  /t»n- 
dimental  xmderstandings  between  tho  Presbyte¬ 
rian  and  Congrega  tonal  indioiduals,  as  such,  who 
constitute  the  H.  M.  Society  ?  Here  is  the  proton 
psetidos  tif  Dr.  Smith’s  reasonings  touching  this 
point.  Hu  assumes  that,  because  tho  denominations 
‘as  such”  have  not  entered  into  "a  compact”  in 
tie  Society,  there  has  never  been  any  Uni— 
ing  vndtrstandUg  between  the  Congregational  and 
Presbyterian  individuals  who  compose  the  Socie¬ 
ty,  as  to  the  manner  in  whioh  their  respective  de¬ 
nominations  should  be  treated,  in  the  operations  of 
this  institution.  There  is  a  vast  hiatus  between 
his  premise  and  his  conclusion.  The  H.  M.  Society 
is  composed  chiefly  of  Presbyterian  and  Congrega¬ 
tional  individuals,  who,  “as  such,”  have  usder- 
takan  to  “  co-operate  ”  together,  with  tho  funda- 
meatal  understandieg  that  tho  churchea  of  their 
respc  Clive  denominations  would  be  rcoognizid  and 
treated  by  the  Society  in  which  they  are  united, 
as  entitled  to  receive  assistance  from  it,  ai  ortho¬ 
dox  and  evangollcal  churches,  and  that  there  would 
be  nothiog  done  by  tho  Society  that  would  imply 
difcourteiy  or  distrust  toward*  any  of  tho  acknow¬ 
ledged  portions  of  either  denomination.  In  other 
words,  it  was  understood  from  the  beginning  that  the 
funds  of  the  Society  would  not  be  disbursed  in  sueb  a 
manner  as  to  give  either  dmomination  an  advantage 
over  the  other,  or  so  as  to  r< Jl-'ct  upon  the  soundness  or 
discipline  of  any  generally  recognized  churches,  Pres¬ 
byteries  or  Associations  in  either  body.  If  tuchhaa 
non  been  the  understanding  between  the  patrons 
of  the  n.  M.  Sucioly,  there  has  certainly  been  a 
w  dll  misunderstanding  of  the  whole  matter, to  which 
the  Society  owe*  it*  very  existence.  And  if  there 
has  been  such  an  undorstapdtng  as  I  havo  defined, 
it  is  very  difficjlt  to  ai'q  lit  tho  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  a  disregard  of  p»-ghtod  faith  in  their  re¬ 
cent  action.  Of  course  there  must  bo  some  discre¬ 
tion  allowed  to  such  a  Otmiuittee  in  the  treatment 
<jf  peculiar,  exceptional  cases,  which  may  here  and 
there  arise.  B  it  to  ba^^u  on  such  a  concession  a 
general  rule  of  action,  to  bo  applied  to  a  whole 
so  lion  of  tho  country,  is  stretching  an  inch  to 
an  ell. 

But  I  did  not  intend  to  say  as  much  as  I  have 
said,  in  rotation  to  this  qncitiun.  Tho  smoke  and 
dust  w  lich  havo  boon  ra'scl  around  it  by  falsa  is¬ 
sues  will  .;,ftur  a  while  bo  ctearod  away.  TUI  then 
many  will  rogrot  the  Coiuux'iteu’s  action  on  vari- 
ou<  gr.jjali,  waiio  othor*  will  overlook  jls  objcc- 
tioiiablo  a-'pect-i,  baciU.o  they  rCi^ard  it  as  a  good 
Anti-S'avery  measure*,  or  as  a  sure  precursor  of 
fi  .ai  separation  between  Pi-esbueiians  and  Con- 
giogationaliits  in  tho  wotx  ni  Home  Missions.  1 
am  heartily  g'ai  that  tho  late  General  Assembly 
took  no  action  on  thi*  su'^j  !Ct.  It  could  not  have 
obtained  a  fair  cuniideraiion  on  it*  own  merits. 
Tho  time  will  oome  when  tho  principles  involved 
in  this  question  can  bo  sot  forth  with  a  moral  cer¬ 
tainty  that  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  largo  will 
correctly  apprehend  them.  n.  w.  p.

PUBLIC  BENEFACTORS. 

A  friend  showed  ns  tho  other  day  a  list  of  the 
Directors  of  tho  Atlantio  Telegraph  Company. 
It  inolndes  but  thirty  names  in  all,  but  we  were 
6tra''ir  rot  only  with  the  mass  of  wealth, but  also 
ot  puolio  spirit  and  largo  benevolenoo  embraced 
in  this  single  Board.  The  greater  part  of  the 
Dlreotors  are  Englishmen ;  yet  among  the  Amer¬ 
icans  we  rcoognizo  three  men,  who  alone  have 
given  more  than  a  million  of  dollars  tho  past  year 
to  fonnd  pnblio  iostitutions.  Two  of  them  in¬ 
deed  reside  in  Eo gland.  Mr.  Brown,  of  Liver¬ 
pool,  tho  Chairman  of  the  Company,  is  an  Amer¬ 
ican,  though  ho  has  lived  many  years  in  England, 
and  is  a  member  of  Parliament.  He  has  recent¬ 
ly  given  $150,000  to  establish  a  pnblio  Library 
in  Liverpool.  Mr.  George  Peabedy,  of  London, 
who  is  now  in  this  country,  besides  all  that  he 
has  given  for  the  benefit  of  his  nativo  town  of 
Danvers,  Mas?.,  bat  the  other  day  gave  $350,- 
000  to  fonnd  a  public  institation  in  the  eity  of 
Baltimore,  where  he  resided  many  years.  And 
our  fellow  citizen,  Peter  Cooper,  has  already  ex¬ 
pended  over  half  a  million  of  dollars  on  his  In- 
atitnte  in  the  upper  part  ©f  the  oity.  Its  whole 
cost,  when  oomplete,  will  probably  not  be  less 
than  $600,000.  It  is  qiito  in  oharaoter  for  these 
men,  who  are  thus  distinguished  for  their  private 
munifioenoe,  to  be  deeply  interested  in  a  great 
iateriationd  enterprise,  whioh  is  to  bind  to¬ 
gether  two  Hemispheres,  by  swift  and  peac.' j1 
and  frictdly  intercourse.

Toe  Evangelioil  Oonsociation  |of  Rhode  Island 
held  its  annual  meeting  at  Westerly,  R I ,  on  Tues¬ 
day,  Jane  9(h,  and  continued  in  Session  nntil  Wed¬ 
nesday.  This  town  is  near  Stonington,  Ot.,  and  has 
a  population  of  about  3,000.  It  has  a  large  number 
of  Seventh  Day  Baptists,  who  observe  Saturday 
and  wotk  on  Sunday.  In  cinseq'ience  a  very  singu¬ 
lar  state  of  things  is  witnessed  two  days  in  every 
week. 

Rev.  Joel  Mann  was  chosen  M-ederator,  and  Rev. 
S.  Swain,  Siiibe,  and  Bev.  0.  F.  Otis,  Assistant 
Scribe. 

Delegates  wero  present  from  the  other  New 
England  Associations,  and  also 'from  the  Associa¬ 
tions  of  Ohio  and  Kansas  ;  but  no  delegate  appear¬ 
ed  from  either  of  tho  General  Assemblies. 

Oa  Tuesday  evening  Rev.  Mr.  Clapp,  of  Provi¬ 
dence,  preached  the  opening  sermin,  from  Pnalms 
48 :  2.  The  joy  of  the  whole  earth  is  Mount  Zion, 

Ob  Wednesday  and  Tbursday  morning,'  before 
proceeding  to  business,  an  hour  was  spont  in  devo¬ 
tional  exercises.  These  wore  seasons  of  deep  inter¬ 
est  and  solemnity. 

Iu  tho  business  transacted  there  was  little  which 
would  be  of  interest  beyond  the  limits  of  their  own 
body.  Happily  there  was  no  exciting  topic  to 
provoke  so  much  discussion  as  marked  tho  Oonso- 
clatfon  of  last  year.  Among  tho  items  of  bu&inesi 
we  note  several  of  more  general  interest.

A  letter  was  read  from  a  delegate  of  the  G-oneral 
Associaton  of  Minnesota,  which  stated  that  a  Oul- 
lego  had  recently  been  established  under  tho  pat¬ 
ronage  of  this  Body. 

Rev.  Messrs.  Taylor,  Walcot  and  Whitman,  who 
bad  attended  as  Delegates  to  Foreign  Bodies,  sev¬ 
erally  made  reports. 

Rev.  Mr.  Durfee,  of  Peaceville,  South  Kingston, 
presented  a  request  that  a  Oongiegstional  church 
recently  organized  in  that  village,  might  be  receiv¬ 
ed  as  a  member  of  the  Convention.  This  church 
contains  eighteen  members,  and  the  congregation 
worshipping  with  them,  varies  from  150  to  200  The 
request  was  granted. 

Ojo  of  the  largest  and  wealthiest  congregstions 
in  Rhode  Island  has  never  connected  itself  with  the 
Oonsociation.  This  exceptional  caso  led  to  tho  re¬ 
quest  contained  in  the  follywing  Preample  and 
Resolution:

Tne  meeting  was  harmonious 
and  pleasant  from  beginning  to  end. 

The  Puritan  Recorder  sajs :  “At  tho  beginning  of 
the  present  century,  the  Orthodox  Oongregational 
churches  in  Rhode  Island  nnmbered  only  four  or 
five.  They  now  number  twenty-five.  In  no  New 
England  State  has  Oongregationalism  gained  ao 
much  as  in  Rhode  Island.  It  U  advancing,  and 
promises  still  to  advance.” 

The  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Oonsociation  was 
appointed  to  be  held  with  the  church  of  Rev.  T.  A. 
Taylor,  in  Slatersville.

The  Transatlantio  Telegraph  Cable. 

Yiait  of  the  Lord  Mayor  of  London  to  the  Manufactory — Progrtta 
of  the  Work— Supply  of  Wire— Joining  the  Centre  of  the  Cable 
—  The  Frigate  ftiagara. 

[Prom  the  London  Times,  Jane  4  ] 

Yesterday  afternoeu  the  Lord  Mayor,  accompan¬ 
ied  by  a  numerous  party  of  the  Corporation  and 
civic  officers,  paid  a  visit  to  the  works  of  Messrs. 
Giasse  &  Elliot,  where  the  monster  submarine 
cable  is  now  rapidly  advancing  towards  its  final 
completion.  This  visit  could  hardly  be  called  a 
public  one,  and  it  certainly  was  not  private,  for  the 
party  went  in  a  corporation  state  barge,  rich  enough 
in  flags  and  gilding  to  have  satisfied  the  Qaeen  of 
Sheba.  The  party  wero  conducted  over  tho  works 
by  Mr.  G.asso,  and  the  various  processes  which  tho 
cable  undergoes  iu  the  course  of  its  manufacture, 
were  fully  pointed  out  and  explained.  Two  smalt 
iron  cannons  wero  also  fired  by  a  spark  sent  through 
a  short  piece  of  the  cable. 

S.nce  our  last  notice  of  the  progress  of  the  great 
undertaking,  with  the  exception  of  a  short  interval 
of  forty  hours  last  Monday  and  Tuesday,  the  work 
has  advanced  incessantly,  day  and  night.  The 
“  strand  ”  “  closing  ”  and  “  serving  ”  maohines, 
which  revolve  with  such  astounding  rapidity,  ana 
whose  noise  can  be  heard  even  to  the  centre  of  the 
river,  have  dune  their  work  well,  and  spun  an  ad¬ 
ditional  5’)0  miles  of  cable.  Nearly  900  miles  are 
now  completed,  and  at  least  1,200  would  have  been 
ready,  could  the  wire  drawers  have  supplied  wire  as 
fast  as  the  mschiues  consume  it.  But  that,  unfor¬ 
tunately,  has  not  been  the  case,  fur  the  daily  con¬ 
sumption  of  flue  wire  has  been  greater  than  all  the 
wire  drawers  of  England  could  furmsh,  and  the  con¬ 
sequence  is  that  less  is  ready  for  shipment  than  was 
wished  or  anticipated.  The  making  of  the  two 
shore  ends  of  the  cable  is  well  advanced.  Those 
portions— namely,  for  ten  miles  from  the  Newfound¬ 
land  and  fifteen  miles  from  the  Irish  shore — are 
being  manufactured  of  immense  strength,  in  order 
to  resist  the  action  of  tho  waves  over  rocks,  and 
danger  from  vessels,  anchors,  Ac.  They  are  made 
of  12  No.  1  wires,  forming  a  cable  14  inch  in  diame¬ 
ter,  and  weighing  abiut  6  tons  to  the  mile.  The 
size  of  the  wires  u.sed  in  these  ends  gradually  dim¬ 
inishes  as  deep  water  is  reached,  so  that  it  tapers 
down  where  it  joins  to  the  diameter  of  the  main 
portion  of  the  cable.  These  No.  1  wires  are  welded 
on  to  No.  2,  which,  in  turn,  are  joined  to  No  3,  and 
so  on,  as  sbjailow  water  and  liability  to  accident  are 
decreased.  *  At  these  ends  the  gutta  percha  and 
“sewing”  of  greased  and  tarred  hemp  are  also 
made  proportionably  thicker,  to  lessen  the  chance 
of  accident  from  compression  of  the  outside  spiral 
iron  cuing. 

The  manufacture  of  the  centre  portion  of  the 
cable  has  all  been  begun.  In  order  to  avoid  risk 
from  the  first  strain  at  starting,  about  five  or  six 
miles  of  the  centre  will  be  made  of  the  strongest 
steel  wire.  Iu  place  of  twisted  strands  tho  cable 
will  here  be  bound  with  18  No.  13  solid  wires  of 
steel,  so  that  this  part  of  tho  telegraph  will,  it  is  as¬ 
serted,  boar  a  strain  of  12  tons  with  safety,  or 
nearly  twice  the  amount  of  dead  strain  that  is  likely 
to  come  npon  it  at  the  fi  at  outset. 

The  preparations  for  shipping  the  cab'e  are  nearly 
finished ;  and  the  operation  of  transferring  the  pon¬ 
derous  coils  from  the  factory  to  tho  hold  of  the 
Agamemnon  will  commence  on  Tutaday  or  Wed¬ 
nesday  next.  Workmen  from  tho  dockyards  arc 
now  engaged  in  laying  down  moorings  Lir  the  Aga¬ 
memnon,  which  will  arrive  off  G'asse  &  Elliot’a  to¬ 
morrow  (Saturday)  murning.  N  >  less  than  ten  an¬ 
chors  have  been  fi  ced  to  secure  her  from  motion 
while  this  important  work  is  going  forward.  From 
the  factory  to  the  side  of  tho  ship  ten  barges  will 
be  miKirod  stem  and  stern,  and  along  those  the  ca¬ 
ble  will  be  slowly  wound  by  a  twelve  horse  power 
engine.  It  will  be  stowed  away  in  the  hold  in  one 
tremendous  coil,  forty-five  feet  in  diameter  and 
nearly  twelve  feet  high.  No  vessel  better  suited 
than  tho  Agamemnon  for  this  purpose  could  be 
found  In  the  navy. 

There  is  cot  the  least  ground  for  tho  report  that 
the  United  States  frigate  Niagara  is  not  to  take  the 
other  ha’f  of  tho  cable,  manufactured  by  Newell, 
at  B-rkenhoad.  At  fi^st  there  were  some  doubts  ss 
to  whether  it  was  worth  while  to  make  certatu  al¬ 
terations  in  the  vessel  which  wero  necessary  in 
order  to  avoid  risk  in  paying  out  the  c'lil.  Bat 
this  question  has  been  defiaitivaly  decided,  and 
either  last  night,  or  this  morning  the  Niagara  quit¬ 
ted  tho  Ta&mes  for  Portsmouth  Dockyard,  where 
some  of  her  stanebeons  wiltJhe  taken  out,  and  her 
fine  ward  room  not  a  little  disfigured  to  accommo¬ 
date  her  long  passenger.  Th's  vessel  is  unduub  cdJy 
not  so  well  suited  for  the  work  as  the  Agamemnon, 
and  on  board  of  her  the  cable  will  have  to  bo  piled 
in  two  or  three  coils,  fora  and  aft,  an  arrangement 
which  would  have  been  better  avoided,  if  it  wero 
possible.  Bjth  at  Birkenhead  and  at  East  Green¬ 
wich,  tho  manufacturo  of  tho  cable  at  one  end  will 
bo  continued,  while  the  other  end  is  being  shipped. 
Iu  fact,  both  firms  will  work  up  to  the  hst  mo¬ 
ment,  in  order  that  in  paying  out  across  tho  Atlan¬ 
tic,  a  libeia'  allowance  miy  be  made  for  slack  wiih- 
out  foar  of  running  short.  The  Susq  lehsima  will 
ocaompany  the  Niagara,  and  we  believe  the  Leopard 
goes  with  the  Agamemnon.  All  the  vessels  will 
rendezvous  at  Cork  harbor,  when  tho  fi  lal  arrange¬ 
ments  wall  bo  made  os  to  starting.  Tho  Cyclops  is 
now  out  in  the  A'lanlic  taking  soundings  along  the 
proposed  deep  sea  route.

The  arrangemeats  for  shipping  the  transatlantic 
electric  cable  have  at  length  been  concluded,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  original  plan  entered  into  by  the 
British  and  Americin  govern menti'.

A  leU-grapli  c  order  was  dcsp.atc'ied  lo  Djvonport 
on  Wednesday  evening,  to  arrest  the  pr- cccdiog* 
oommenc id  on  board  the  St.  J.-an  d’Acre,  a  compact 
having  been  cone  uded  for  adapting  tho  United 
States  ship  Niaga’rs,  so  as  to  itc  ivo  the  Liverpool 
portif  11  of  iLc  wire,  it  having  been  considered  liat 
suflicient  timo  wi'l  yet  olspsa  for  that  purpose,  the 
period  of  paying  out  the  cable  being  the  month  of 
Auguil  next. 

Tho  Submarice  Te  egraph  put  to  Fishing  Purposes. 

[Kium  the  Louden  Tiii.ci,  Jai.e  6  ] 

At  Messrs.  Q  a5‘e  &  E  liol’s  yaid,  a  flue  snbma- 
rico  cable  is  being  made  for  tho  Norwegian  govern¬ 
ment.  Tnis  is,  as  far  as  we  are  aware,  probably  tie 
first  electric  telegraph  which  has  ever  been  used  for 
fishing  purposes.  During  the  fibbing  season  the 
shoals  of  herrings  enter  the  fiords  of  Norway  at 
most  unexpected  intervals,  and  at  placet  where 
often  not  ruore  than  one  or  two  fithing  boats  are  to 
be  found.  Bufoie  the  boats  from  the  surrounding 
bays  and  fiorda  can  be  summoned  to  the  spoil,  the 
herring*  have  generally  spawned  and  are  away  to 
sea  again.  To  prevent  these  repeated  itisappoint- 
menU  and  lossi  s  to  the  fishermen,  the  Norwegian 
government  is  about  to  lay  a  submarine  cable  along 
some  fl  ty  miles  of  the  coast  moat  frt  qnented  by 
the  shoal.4,  with  land  stations  at  short  distances, 
communicating  with  the  fiihioer  villages.  The  in¬ 
stant  the  shoal  is  seen  in  tho  t  ffi  ig,  tberef  ore  (and 
it  can  always  bo  known  at  a  distance  by  the  whales 
which  surnurd  it,)  a  meria'e  will  be  sent  alorg 
,tfae  coast  telling  each  village  the  fi  ird  or  bay  which 
it  has  entered.  Alas  for  the  poor  herrings  !  What 
will  become  of  them  now  that  eciucce  enters  the 
deep  sgsinst  them,  atd  their  enemy  lurks  in  their 
watery  homo  ?  They  may  elude  whales  and  fishing 
bust*,  defy  tides, wind,  and  waves,  but  what  can  they 
do  against  the  dectrio  current?  They  will  splash 
heedlessly  over  the  queer  looking  rope  on  tho  bot¬ 
tom,  without  thinking  that  It  is  telling  their  nnm¬ 
bers  and  tho  wiy  they  have  taken,  and  guiding  their 
pursuers  to  the  destruction  cf  them  al'.

A  correspondent  cf  a  New  York  paper,  writing 
from  Hong  King,  April  14,  says: 

Tho  E  iglish  will  soon  have  a  large  force  here,  and 
ten  or  twelve  gun  bi^ats  are  expected  to  be  used  up 
the  creeks  in  shoal  water,  where  tho  large  steamers 
cannot  go.

The  English  custom  of  giving  a  public  breakfast 
to  a  guest  whom  they  wish  to  honor,’ yet  in  a  less 
stiff  and  formal  way  than  by  tho  parade  of  a  grand 
dinner,  has  been  introduced  in  this  country  by  a 
very  happy  and  snccessful  experiment.  On  Tuesday 
morning  tho  Young  Men’*  Ouristlan  Association 
gave  a  breakfast  at  their  rooms  in  tbe  University, 
to  the  Rev.  Theodore  L  Ouyler,  on  t’:e  occasion  of 
his  leaving  home  for  England.  Some  seventy  eat 
down  to  table,  at  ba’f-past  seven.  Grace  was  said 
by  Rov.  Di'.  Smith,  a*'ter  which  a  beautiful  Cnrist- 
ian  hymn  w.^*  sung.  Tue  repast  being  over,  tho 
President  of  the  Association,  Mr.  Bliss,  explained  tho 
object  of  tbe  meeting,  and  expressed  the  best  wishes 
of  tbe  A'socia’ion  to  Mr.  Ouyler  on  his  voyage  and 
during  bis  aVence.  Mr.  Ouyler  responded  in  a 
speech  of  rare  beauty  and  pover.  Tho  President 
then  called  up  several  gentlemen,  all  of  whom  made 
neat  and  appropriate  addresses,  some  of  exquisite 
wit  and  g  wd  humor ;  tho  President  of  the  Montreal 
Young  Men’s  Association,  R:v.  Mr.  Magoon,  Dr.  A. 
D.  Smith,  Rov.  Dr  Ilitficld,  Dr.  Griscum,  his  phy¬ 
sician,  Mr.  Clarke  of  tho  Association,  Dr.  Marsh  for 
the  Temperance  cause,  and  others.  Near  tho  close 
of  the  meeting  Mr.  Gough  entered,  having  been  do- 
tained  on  his  way,  and  mide  a  few  remarks.  It  was 
tho  first  introduction  of  the  English  custom  of  break¬ 
fast,  and  as  too  occasion  proved  one  of  so  much  plea 
sure,  it  ia  quite  likely  that  it  will  bo  repeated.

Drtiavan  has  generously  assumed  tho  debt  of  the 
Stare  Society,  about  SO, 000,  but  will  continue  his 
interest  in  the  cause  and  his  bonofactions.  Rtv.  E 
W.  Jackson  will  act  as  financial  and  traveliing 
agent  for  the  united  concorn.  Such  Committees  may 
well  be  expected  to  mike  their  power  felt  in  the 
earth. 

Rev,  Dr.  Nott,  President  of  Union  Oolleg<*,  N.Y., 
who  is  now  between  80  aud  90  years  of  age,  in  a

0  no  !  it  is 
tho  riches  wo  keep  that  jicriMh  ;  that  wo  give  a  vay 
anifies  with  us  forever;  it  impresses  itself  in  onr 
ohsranters  and  tells  on  our  eternal  destiny  ;  far  the 
habit  of  chanty  formed  in  this  lilo  will  aceompany 
us  to  the  next.  Tae  bud  which  begins  to  optn  here 
will  b'oom  in  full  expaosion  hereatter  to  delight  the 
eye  of  tho  angel*  and  beautify  the  Paradise  t  f  God. 
L  it  us,  then,  now,  and  on  every  fit  occasion  here 
after,  practise  that  liberality  which  in  death  we  shall 
approve,  and  reprobate  the  parsimony  wo  shall  then 
condemn. 

Associate  Presbyterian  Church. _ The  Asso- 

cale  Synod  of  North  America,  the  supreme  judi- 
Citory  of  the  Associate  Presbyterian  Caurcb,  com¬ 
monly  called  “  Soceders,”  on  account  of  their  mc 
cession  from  the  Scotch  Kirk  on  the  principle  that 
a  people  should  be  free  to  cboose  their  own  minis¬ 
ters,  met,  tbe  20ch  of  Mty,  in  the  First  Associate 
Presbyterian  church,  Puiladelpbla.  Tae  Moderator’s 
sermon  was  preached  by  tbe  Roy.  Samuel  F.  Mor¬ 
row,  of  Albany,  N  Y. 

There  are  under  the  care  of  this  Synod  twenty 
Presbyteries,  among  which  is  the  Presbytery  of 
Siaifaat,  in  Northern  India,  174  minister*,  30  licen- 
ilatea,  275  congregation*,  9,778  families,  and  21,743 
members.  So  the  StatUtical  Table*  of  1856  report. 

Tae  Synod  snpporta  in  Sialkat,  three  ordained 
missionarit'S,  with  their  fsmilies,  one  female  teacher 
from  the  country,  and  two  native  teachers.  The 
Presbytery  ef  Sislkat  have  admitted  two  natiTcs  to 
the  study  of  t'leology. 

Tho  Bubjict  of  most  importance  and  general  in¬ 
terest  before  the  Synod  was  that  of  a  proposed 
union  with  tho  Synod  of  the  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Church,  a  body  formed  by  the  union 
of  portions  of  tho  AsaocUto  (Seceder)  and  Reformed 
Presbyterian  (Covenanter)  Oharchra.  Tai*  body 
was  in  contomporaneons  session  in  New-York,  and 
the  new  basis  was  adopted. 

The  PreAryterian  (0.  S.)  at  Philadelphia,  effurs 
tbe  following  item  of  encouragement  to  the  South¬ 
ern  churches  to  form  a  new  A<semb1y. 

As  the  Southern  men  wHl  not  probably  recede 
from  the  ground  they  have  now  openly  taken,  it  re¬ 
main*  to  be  seen  wbetber  they  will  be  jomed  in 
their  movement  by  any  portion  of  the  North.  Pres¬ 
ent  appearsnees  do  not  indicate  such  a  resnlt.  The 
Assembly’*  action  and  their  newspapers  afi'ord  little 
ground  for  such  an  expecution.  If  the  New  School 
(>f  tbe  South  receive  no  accessions  from  this  side  of 
Mason  and  D.xon’a  L'ne,  the  oigsn’zttion  most  be 
a  very  fc'-'le  and  ptobably  short  Uve  to  c,  as  their 
uc'z.t  -J*  iB  the  S  .o'bini  bta'ca  are  ver^  maiU 


Rov.  Mr.  Scudder,  of  tho  Arcot  MUa'on,  was  at  I 
the  meeting  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Synod,  which 
recently  met  at  Iwhicj,  la  this  State,  The  InteUi- 
gencer  says  :— 

The  presence  and  remarks  of  our  beloved  mission¬ 
ary  brother,  Rev.  Wm.  Senddor,  of  the  Arcot  Mis¬ 
sion,  tho  first  representative  of  onr  Church  from 
heathen  ground,  added  greatly  to  the  interest  of  tbe 
meeting.  At  a  special  meeting  for  Musions,  his  ad¬ 
dress  and  that  of  tho  Rhv.  Mr.  Rinkin,  of  tho  Pres¬ 
byterian  B'lard,  excited  the  deepest  interest,  and 
will  be  long  remembered. 

But  the  c'imsx  was  the  closirg  scene.  Rav.  Mr. 
Sohenck,  the  pastor,  spoke  in  a  feeling  manner  of  the 
iuipressiun  which  tho  Synod  had  made  on  the  people 
of  the  place,  and  his  hope  and  belief  that  spiritual 
blessings  would  follow  our  v^^it.  R-av.  Mr.  Scudder 
addressed  the  Synod  in  very  tonchiog  strains,  and 
his  farewell  was  tender  ard  solemn.  Thera  was  not 
a  dry  oyo  in  tho  house.  Tlidh  tho  Prebidont  spoke 
in  kindred  strains,  deepening  the  general  faeliog. 
Then  tho  sweet  hymn, 

“  BI«gl  bo  the  tie  that  blnJe/’ 

was  supg ;  wo  were  commt-aded  to  G  )d  in  solemn 
prayer, 'and  dismissed  with  tho  Apostolic  bene¬ 
diction. 

“Something  Novcl  ” — ALitnrgyhas  been  adopt¬ 
ed  by  tho  Univer-salist  congTogation  of  Lombard  St , 
Philadelphia,  which  was  used  for  the  first  time 
on  Sunday  last.  It  says,  “  tho  Rev.  Abel  C.  Thomas, 
(compiler  cf  the  book  of  service,  aad  pastor  of  the 
church,)  read  tho  prayers  and  lesson  ;  all  of  which 
were  responded  to  by  tho  audience  in  quite  an  aud¬ 
ible  manner.  Many  of  the  prayer*  and  collects  are 
from  the  Episcopal  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  with 
some  very  materia!  alterations.” 

The  Richmond  (Va  ,)  Presbyterian  thus  dis¬ 
cusses  the  sccaesion  of  t  'o  Southern  New  School 
clergy,  and  the  aid  they  will  not  recoive,  if  they 
expect  it,  from  tho  Old  School  As'sembly : 

As  to  any  threatened  dismenhe’i  ment  of  our  body  on 
tho  Slavery  question,  it  exists  nowhere,  but  in 
the  iuisgination  of  those  who  lor  nearly  twenty 
years  have  breathed  altogether  another  atmos¬ 
phere  from  that  which  eaibosum*  thu  conserYative 
Old  School  Church.  Possibly  thero  may  bo  frag¬ 
ments  which  will  slough  off  and  pass  away,  as  was 
tho  case  in  the  little  “exodus  ”  referred  to.  But 
Abolitionists  of  every  grade  regard  the  Old  School 
Church  as  the  great  barrier  in  their  way — as  irre¬ 
deemably  committed  to  the  course  which  she  has 
hitherto  pursued.  And  to  talk  of  etthblisbing  a 
“National  Church”  upon  the  Presbyterian  basis, 
more  safe,  more  conservative,  more  homogeneous 
than  our  own,  is  but  the  absurdity  of  a  dream  which 
ncTor  can  bo  reaiizad.  We  therefore,  without  tho 
slightest  degree  of  unkindness  to  our  Southern 
New  School  brethren,  must  say  that  they  have 
brought  a  charge  sgaiast  us  which  has  not  any  le¬ 
gitimate  foundation. 

Too  Tract  Society  is  treated  with  magnanimity 
by  the  religious  press  generally  down  South.  They 
say  if  tho  Society  publishes  any  thing  ofl'ensive,  tJun 
they  will  repndiate.  But  the  Baptists  are  not  lat- 
i^fi-;d  with  this,  but  must  condemn  unqualifiedly  in 
advance.  The  Virginia  Baptist  Association  recent¬ 
ly  passed  some  Re-olutions  ia  behalf  of  SlavO'y,  a''d 
condemning  tho  action  of  the  American  Tract  S> 
ciety.  At  the  close  of  their  deliberations  they 
passed  the  foflowing  ungenerous  manifesto : 

Resolved,  That  we  advise  all  our  churches  and 
brethren,  for  these  reasons  to  withhold  their  co¬ 
operation  from  tbe  Society  while  ft  mtintains  its 
present  position. 

Suicide  of  a  Clergy.man  in  Prison _ The  Rev. 

M.  McOlatchy,  who  was  recently  committed  to  jail 
in  LoFidoD,  Canada,  for  alleged  forgery  of  docu- 
meoti  to  defraud  the  Provincial  Insurance  Com¬ 
pany,  committed  suicide  on  the  19ib  nit,  by  hang¬ 
ing  himself  with  two  handkerchiefs  attached  to  the 
bars  of  his  cell,  where  he  had  been  placed  a’one  the 
day  previous,  his  Insaniiy  having  b  len  proved  be¬ 
yond  a  doubt.

Professor 
Green,  of  Pr’aceton  Seminary,  has  been  engaged  to 
supply  tho  pulp't  after  tho  lit  of  Jaly. 

R  jv.  0.  C.  PaoNsoN,  pastor  of  tbe  Dutch  Rcfaim- 
fd  cburc’j,  of  Kinderbook,  N.  Y ,  wls  taken  cn 
TuetdAy  night  of  last  wci  k  with  a  second  attack  of 
bleeding  at  the  lungs.  A  telegraphic  dispatch  has 
b  en  sent  to  h  s  father,  Jadgo  Bronson,  in  Ni-  w 
Yolk,  and  his  cam  ii  doemci  extroaioly  critical  by 
his  physician.  If  ho  ri  covers,  it  U  considered 
very  doubtful  whether  bo  will  ever  bo  able  to  preach 
again.

Colored  Church  in  Richmond _ One  oftheed 

itors  of  the  A«en'c(in  Presbyterian  thus  describes  a 
Colored  Baptist  Church  in  Richmond,  Va.,  which 
numbers  nearly  3  000  communicants,  many  of  them 
slaves.  Rev.  Dr.  Byland  is  the  clergyman,  and  at 
the  communion  mentioned  below,  over  1,500  par¬ 
took  of  the  blessed  rite.  Tho  writer  says :  "  On 
the  Sunday  on  which  I  visited  the  church  the  Lord’* 
Sapper  was  dispensed,  and  the  flior  was  entirely 
occupied  by  communicants.  The  building, (by  sue 
cossive  en'argements  I  should  judge)  is  in  the  form 
of  a  cross  without  tho  nave,  or  of  the  letter  T,  with 
three  galleries  facing  the  point  of  junction  where 
stands  the  pulpit.  It  is  a  plain  structure  within 
and  without,  simply  furnished  and  at  present  some¬ 
what  in  need  of  repair.  B  it  the  visitor  soon  for¬ 
gets  tbe  hou^e  in  the  worshippers.  Taking  a  seat 
in  one  of  the  galleries,  I  bad  a  full  view  of  the  scene. 
It  was  yet  early  and  the  house  was  only  half  filled, 
but  a  constant  stream  of  now  comers  was  rapidly 
adding  to  tho  numbers  within  and  filling  the  unoc¬ 
cupied  seats.  Tbe  men  sat  on  the  left,  tho  women 
on  tbe  right  of  tbe  pulpit,  all  dteantly  dressed  and 
behaving  with  much  propriety.  The  audience  dif¬ 
fered  from  those  which  I  had  seen  in  the  more 
Southern  States  in  a  softening  of  tbe  African  ele¬ 
ment.  There  wasdecidly  less  of  the  pare  African 
in  the  features,  the  expression  and  the  carriage, 
and  in  a  large  nnmber  the  complexion  showed  an 
admixture  of  Oaucasian  blood.  In  dress,  too,  there 
was  a  closer  assimilation  to  the  American  style.  I 
noticed  only  one  turban  amid  perhaps  a  thousand 
bonnets,  and  that  one  was  worn  by  an  aged  crone, 
bent  and  leaning  upon  her  staff,  seemingly  the  last 
of  a  by-gone  generation.” 

A  Co.MMENDABLE  SPIRIT.— -Tho  coDgrogation  of 
Rev.  Mr.  Wadsivorth,  Philadelpbis,  wishing  to  psy 
off  a  debt  remaining  on  their  church  edifice,  the 
pastor  brought  the  subject  to  the  attention  of  hia 
people  on  a  recent  Sabbath.  Oontributions  fur  the 
purpose  being  solicited  during  the  following  week, 
the  amount  collected  exceeded  what  was  required 
—the  debt  being  $6,000,  and  the  sum  subscribed 
$6,700. 

Progress  or  Toleration  in  Turkey  —The  pres¬ 
ent  which  tho  Saltan,  on  the  occasion  of  his  visit 
on  board  the  Royal  Albert,  made  to  England,  con¬ 
sisting  of  a  beautifully  situated  and  extensive  piece 
of  ground  in  Pera,  for  tho  erection  of  a  Protestant 
church,  has  excited  not  a  little  of  Raman  0*tholic 
jealonsy.  This  piece  of  ground  is  now  covered  by 
tN-ffee  boa>e«,  Ac.,  at  an  expensive  rent,  and  the 
value  o.  idC  me  •.  g  u-.d  ▼  nld  be  £40,000.

of  Rev.  Mr.  Wadsworth’s  congregation  in  PhiTade” 
phia  have  recently  subscribed  six  thoumnd  «iven 
hundred  dollars  for  paying  off  a  mortgage  debt 
against  their  church  edifice.  In  1850,  their  putor 
WAS  installed  over  the'  then  infant  church  of  only 
sixteen  members!  Since  that  period  they  have 
paid  far  the  edifice,  a  fine  new  organ,  and  a  new 
chapel  in  tho  rear  of  the  church,  with  excellent  ac¬ 
commodations  for  the  Sabbath  Schools,  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  weekly  religious  services,  amounting 
in  all  to  $70,000— and  now  number  three  hundred 
and  fifty  members  in  their  commuuioc. 

Spurgeon’s  Danger — Among  Mr.  Spurgeon’s 
congregation  on  Sunday  morning,  ware  the  Duchess 
of  8t.  Albans,  Lady  Ooote,  Ltdy  Craven,  Lidy 
Mowbray,  Mr.  Baron  Bramwell,  and  between  sixty 
and  seventy  members  of  Pariiameut.  The  Rev. 
gentleman  preached  from  Hebrews  iv.  9 ;  «  There 
remaineth  theieforo  a  rest  to  the  people  of  God.”— . 
London  paper. 

Riv.  John  Anokl  James,  of  England,  but  who«e 
prabo  is  in  a'l  the  Chiristian  Church,  states,  la  a 
letter  to  a  friend  in  this  country,  that  tho  decision 
of  the  Sup  eme  Court  in  the  D.red  Scatt  cue,  filled 
intelligent  Cnristians  in  that  country  “  with  aston¬ 
ishment  and  indignation.” 

Sailing  of  Missionaries —Rev.  Amos  Abbott 
and  wife  embarked  at  Boston  on  Thursday,  the 
lUh  inst.,  in  the  ship  Sabine,  Oapt.  Hondee,  for 
Bombay,  to  join  tho  Ahmednugger  Mission.  Mr. 
Abbott  was  formerly  connected  with  this  Mission 
as  a  teacher  and  Superintendent,  and  returned  home 
several  years  since,  on  account  of  the  failure  of  hfs 
health.  For  tho  last  five  years  he  has  been  em¬ 
ployed  as  a  City  Missionary  in  Portsmouth,  N.  H. 
His  health  being  to  sll  appearance  fully  re  estab¬ 
lished,  he  now  rtturns  to  his  former  field  of  labor 
among  the  heathen.  Ho  goes  out  as  an  ordained 
missionary.  Rev.  Mr.  Whiting,  of  Portsmouth, 
conducted  tho  religious  services  on  board  the  Sa¬ 
bine,  at  the  embarkation. 

The  Old  School  Presbyterian  journals  hold  cut 
but  poor  encouragement  to  tho  Southern  oburchei, 
soon  to  meet  in  Washington,  that  they  will  in  any 
way,  act  in  sympathy  with  tkem,  in  forming  an  fx- 
clusive  pro-slavery  Assembly.  The  Preshyttrlan  of 
the  TTest  thus  alludes  to  tho  discussion  and  its  re¬ 
sult: 

“Oar  reader*  will  see  on  our  first  pige,  the 
action  of  this  body  on  the  slave  v  que-  tion,  which  It 
is  predicted,  will  divide  that  oturch  into  Northern 
and  S  mtbem  sections.  We  a.<k  our  reiders  to 
cartfally  read  it.  It  recites  and  iai'erprets  cor¬ 
rectly  tho  action  of  tho  cbnroh  until  tbe  division. 
Tdo  action  of  1846  ami  1849,  by  tho  Now  School, 
does  notdiff  r  from  the  previous  aitl  n  in  any  im¬ 
portant  particular.  Its  condemnation  <>f  slavery  is 
not  stronger  or  more  decided  than  1818,  and  the 
description  of  Justifiable  sUvoholding,  by  the  As¬ 
sembly  of  1856,  is  as  nearly  as  m»y  be,  the  very 
spiiit  of  previous  action.  We  feel  tiat  when  men 
of  that  church  took  publicly  tho  ground  that  ‘  Am¬ 
erican  slavery  is  right  and  toriptura' — ^n  ordinance 
of  God,’  it  was  the  duty  of  tho  Assembly  ‘  to  dis¬ 
approve  and  earnestly  to  ondomn  ’  these  e  rors. 
Too  G  noral  Assembly  of  our  church.  [OS]  will 
do  so,  whenever  any  Sauthern  Prw.bytery  takes 
such  ground.  We  have  talked  wi'h  many  tre.i,  who 
are  c'lai'ged  by  same  as  pro  slaver/ mco,  ia  our 
church,  who  witi  never  coDsoht  tuat  mir  church 
shall  go  bac’L  one  degroa  os  tho  vexed  question.

The  Mormons — A  company  cf  sovecty-four 
M.irmon  missionaries,  embracing  some  e'ght  or  ten 
different  nationalities,  were  commissioned  and  rent 
out  from  U cah  on  the  23 1  of  April.  They  placed 
their  humble  outfits  on  hand  carts,  which  they  wero 
to  drag  across  tho  Plains,  a  forty  days  journey  in 
the  desert,  to  Mistonri.  The  energy  o'  these  men 
is  worthy  of  imitation  by  the  apostles  cf  a  purer 
faith. 

Presbytery  or  Zanesville  O.S.  met  at  Duncan’s 
Falls,  Oeio,  on  the  20th  of  May,  1857,  and  wa* 
opened  with  a  sermon  by  Rey.  M.  A.  Huge,  from 
Epi.  iv ;  20,  21. 

Rav.  John  Kelly  having  accepted  a  eall  from  (ho 
Duncan’*  Falls  Church  for  one  half  his  Isbors,  was 
installed  as  pastor.  Rev.  M.  R.  Miller  preached 
tho  sermon.  Rav.  W.  Morris  Grimes  delivered  tho 
charge  to  the  pastor,  and  Wm.  3f.  Robinson  the 
charge  to  tbe  people,  after  which  the  pastor  and 
people  were  committed  to  tbe  grace  of  God  in 
prayer. 

Riv.  J.  F.  Irvine  was  received  as  a  member  of 
Presbytery,  from  the  Muskinghsm  Presbjterj  of 
the  Oumberlaod  Presbjterian  Ouurcb. 

The  pastoral  relation  ixisting  between  Ber. 
William  Aiken  and  the  Chnroa  of  McOonnells- 
ville  was  diuolved,  and  the  Ohureb  was  declared 
vacant. 

OriEGO  Presbytert  convened  at  Ric'ifie'd  Spriogs, 
June  9,  being  its  semi-annual  meeting. 

The  request  for  the  dissolution  of  ths  pastoral  rela¬ 
tion  existing  between  Ber,  John  0  Hall  and  the  t^nreh 
in  Cherry  valley,  was  granted.  The  following  minute 
in  reference  to  him  was  nnanimonsly  adopted ; 

“  Tho  Presbytery  of  Otsego,  in  granting  tbe  request 
of  Rev.  J.  G.  Hall,  that  the  pastoral  relation  existing 
between  him  and  the  church  and  congregation  fa 
Cherry  Talley  be  dissolved,  cannot  let  the  occasion  pass 
without  expressing  their  deep  regret  in  parting  wUh 
him.  Be  has  our  confidence,  onr  affection,  and  our  re¬ 
spect.  As  a  fellow  Presbyter,  he  has  ever  been  maniy^ 
genial,  and  truly  fraternal;  and  onr  thanks  are  dn* 
him  for  the  prompt  and  correct  manner  in  which  b*  has 
discharged  the  duties  of  Suted  Clerk  fw  tbe  past  sir 
years. 

We  bear  cbeerfal  testimony,  also,  to  bis  soimaness  aa 
a  theologian,  his  ability  as  a  preacher,  and  hi*  faithful¬ 
ness  a*  a  pMtor.  He  wfll  go  from  prsyers 

and  beat  wishes  that  wherever  m*y  be  his  fuiure  bom* 
in  this  world,  the  smile  of  tbe  Master  may  be  upon  him 
continually,  and  that  he  may  h*  permitted  to  labw  foe 
many  years  in  tbe  vineyard  with  happines*  and  abund¬ 
ant  sucoeee.”

Medad  Pomeroy,  from  the  Presbytery  of  Cijnga,  and 
Rev.  H.  H'ck  >k,  from  the  Presbytery  of  Chemung, 
united  with  the  body,  'v 

Presbytery  installed  Mr.  Pomeroy  as  Pastor  of  the 
Church  of  Oiisco.  iQstalla'ion  Sstmon  was  pfeached 
by  the  firmer  pastor  of  the  church,  Rov.  A.  K  Stroeg, 
Of  Monioo,  Michigan.  Rev  R  Duoning  delivered  the 
charge  to  the  Pastor;  Rov.  W.  W.  Newell  the  charge  to 
the  People. 

The  attention  of  Pre-hjtery  was  called  to  the  pres¬ 
ent  aspect  of  the  cause  of  Temperance.  Some  resolu¬ 
tions  were  passed,  and  a  Commltu-e  appoioted  to  call  a 
Convention  of  the  friends  of  the  cause  at  Syracuse,  to 
take  into  consideraliou  the  duty  of  honest  men  at  this 
particular  crisis.

I  have  told  you  what  a  strong, 
practical  view  Lord  Shaftesbury  took  of  clari'-al  duty 
in  the  Chnrch,  at  the  Pastoral  Aid  Meeting  The  idea 
was  that  the  Chnrch  must  go  out,  and  And,  and  meet 
the  people.  The  Bishop  of  London  has  taken  a  most 
imporuut  step  in  this  dtrectien,  in  giving  an  EplMJopil 
license  to  Exeter  Hall  as  a  place  for  public  worship 
You  are  aware  that  no  place  can  be  used  as  a  place  of 
uburch  worship  but  by  such  a  license.  This  step  is  a 
avonderful  advance,  and  perhaps  the  boldest  and  most 
budded  thing  which  this  new  Bishop  has  yet  done.  All 
•bis  acta  display  a  very  Indeperdhnt  and  determined 
miud.  And  we  may  well  rejoice  that  such  a  man  has 
been  ralaed  up  to  a  place  of  such  power  at  a  time  so 
proptilons  snd  importaut."

Tho  enterprise  is  a  nob’o  one,  and  Mr.  Hecker’s  liberal 
efforts  and  p'  enrdary  sacriflcea  in  behalf  of  his  Church 
and  Christian  benevolence,  are  worthy  of  both  imitation 
and  commendation. 

Tho  Annual  Examination  of  the  Cadets  at  West

They 
are  brongbt  into  the  city  by  the  car-load,  and  oven 
steamboate,  with  decki  covered  and  fragrant  as  ships 
from  tbe  Indies,  dally  unlade  their  delicious  freights 
upon  our  docks.  It  is  matter  of  surprise,  when  the 
statistics  are  known,  how  large  is  the  culture  and  how 
extensive  this  tmit  is  consumed.  Mr.  R  G  P.irdeo,  in 
his  valnab'e  work  on  Strawberries,  See.,  gives  some  re¬ 
liable  8tatl‘tics  for  1866,  and  as  tbi.s  is  1667,  a  large  ad¬ 
dition  may  bo  made  for  this  season,  said  to  be  an  un- 
nsnatly  prolific  one. 

Mr.  P.  ascertained  from  official  sonvees,  that  in  one 
day  in  ’66,  over  890  bnshela  of  strawberries  reached 
this  city  by  tbe  Erie  Railroad.  Oce  county  in  New 
Jersey  sent  over  to  New  York  In  one  day,  2(0,090  bas¬ 
kets.  It  is  estimated  the  daily  receipts  in  this  city  are 
500,000  baskeU,  equal  to  nearly  d.O'O  bushels,  worth 
at  least  S25,0f  0.  The  recelpU  during  the  year  of  1866 
wore  for  New  York  60,000  basbels;  Cincinnati,  13,090; 
Philadelphia,  12,000,  and  B  iston  10,003  bushels.  This 
year  is  largely  in  advance  of  any  former  year.  The 
berries  are  brought  in  small  baskets,  and  those  baskets 
packed  In  banela  and  small  crates,  so  that  they  ri  e 
easy  and  thus  avoid  being  brnised.  It  is  estima  t  at 
the  five  steamers,  ranting  from  South  Jersey  to 
city  land  daily,  on  an  average.  1,800 
the  railroads  swell  the  aggregate  to  at  least  3,  0 
rels.  Each  barrel  contains  about  2M  ^^kets-eqaiv 
alent  for  the  whole  number  to  6<J0,f  00  baskets.  The  e, 
sold  at  81  cenU  each,  wonld  bring  $21,000,  as  tbe  daily 
expoLditnre  of  tbe  city  for  this  single  luxury.

Tbe  steamship  Persia,  from  Liverpool,  arrived  hero 
at  half-past  seven  o’clock  Tuesday  morning. 

EOreat  Britain. 

The  proceedings  in  Parliament  daring  the  week  pos¬ 
sessed  little  more  than  local  interest. 

Iq  the  House  of  Lords  a  petition  in  the  long  pending 
case  of  “  Steddon  vor^ns  Patrick,”  in  which  a  large 
amount  of  property  and  the  validity  of  a  civil  marriage 
according  to  tho  laws  of  the  State  of  New-York  are  in- 
^Ived,  has  been  presented,  and  attrae’ed  a  considerable 
eha  re  of  attention. 

Tho  Honto  refused  to  entertain  the  petition. 

The  oaths  bill  of  the  Government  for  the  admis-ion 
of  Jews  into  Parliament  was  read  a  second  time  with¬ 
out  discussion,  altbongb  Sir  F.  Theeiger  annunneed  bis 
intention  of  moving  in  Committee  that  tho  existing  ob¬ 
jectionable  sentence  should  be  inserted. 

The  Roman  Catholic  members  of  Parliment,  beaded 
by  the  Duke  of  Norfolk,  had  risen  in  opposition  to  the 
measnro,  and  had  waited  upon  L'tI  Palmerston  and 
held  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  securing  relief  for  the 
Catholics  from  the  objeclionab’o  passages  in  tho  oaths 
now  taken  by  members  of  the  Legislature. 

The  interview  with  Lord  Palmerston  not  being  deemed 
satisfactory,  it  was  resolved  to  support  amendments  to 
tho  bill  in  Committee  embodying  the  views  of  the  Catho¬ 
lics  and  to  memorialize  Parliament  to  frame  an  oath  for 
all  clases  withont  distinction  of  creed.  It  was  feared 
that  this  movement  wonld  jeopard  ze  the  bill,  and  some 
of  tho  Catholic  presses  opposed  the  interference. 

In  the  House  of  Lords  the  Princess  Royal’s  Annuity 
bill  had  quietly  passed  through  Committee. 

Frightful  Fire. 

The  Paris  correspondent  of  the  ioadon  (7Zo6e  tele¬ 
graphs  cn  Friday,  as  follows: — 

“  At  Florence  last  night,  tbe  scerery  of  the  theatre 
caught  fire  during  the  performance  of  the  Seige  of  Se¬ 
bastopol.  A  panic  arose,  when  forty- three  perrons 
were  killed,  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  wounded.” 

The  Atlantic  Telegraph. 

Messrs.  Newall  &  Go.,  of  Beik^nhead,  completed 
their  half  of  tho  Atlantic  Submarine  Telegraph  cable — 
twelve  hundred  and  fifty  miles — on  Monday,  8th  June, 
and  on  the  following  day  they  gave  a  banquet  to  about 
600  of  their  workmen  and  families,  in  celebration  of 
the  event.  The  process  of  spinning  this  portion  of  tho 
cable  occupied  80  days. 

The  cable  was  being  transferred  into  a  small  vessel, 
whence  It  would  be  placed  onboard  the  Niagara  as  soon 
as  she  arrived  in  tho  Mersey,  which  it  was  expected 
wonld  be  In  the  course  of  a  fow  days.  Exocriments  with 
the  cable,  demonstrated  in  the  most  satisfactory  man¬ 
ner  that  Tolegraphlo  commnnication  along  the  whole 
length  of  the  wire  was  perfect. 

A  large  number  of  men  were  al  work  upon  the  Ni¬ 
agara  at  Portsmonlh,  where  tho  vessel  attracted  mneh 
attention,  and  had  been  snbjecied  to  a  great  deal  of 
critical  inspection.  The  London  Times  is  compliment¬ 
ary  enough  to  remark  that  the  critics  “  agree  npon  one 
point — the  ves.sels  ugliness !” 

The  suspension  of  Messrs.  Evans,  Hoare,  &  Co ,  of 
London,  a  firm  largely  engaged  in  tho  Australian  export 
trade,  is  announced.  The  liabilities  are  estimated  at 
from  £150,003  to  £200,000. 

Tho  extensive  warehouses  of  Messrs.  Pickford  &  Co., 
the  great  Railroad  Carriers,  at  Camden  Town,  had  been 
destroyed  by  fire.  An  immense  amount  of  property,  in¬ 
cluding  forty  thousand  qaar  ers  of  corn,  was  consuniod. 
The  estimated  loss  is  about  a  quarter  of  a  million  pouuds 
sterling.

S.  Deputy  Marshals  were  arresting  a  fngitive  slave  and 
his  wife,  tho  slave  stabbed  Deputy  E  Hot  with  a  sword 
knife,  wherenpon  another  Deputy  shot  at  tbe  negro 
four  times,  lodging  a  bullet  each  time,  mortally  wound¬ 
ing  him.  The  Marshal’s  wound  is  dangenns.  Tbe 
negroes  were  finally  arrested.  The  affray  occurred  iu 
a  room  where  the  fugitives  were  secreted. 

Ilotds  at  Cape  May  Destroyed — Cape  Island,  Juno 
18  — At  a  quarter  before  twelve  o’clock  last  night,  a 
fire  was  discovered  issuing  from  the  rear  of  the  Man¬ 
sion  House  Hotel,  which  spread  so  rapidly  as  to  defy 
all  tho  cff.irti  m  ida  to  subdue  it,  and  io  a  short  time 
tho  entire  block  iacluding  tlio  KnrsasI,  was  enveloped 
in  flames  and  were  soon  demolished.  No  damage  was 
done  to  the  adjoining  hotels,  but  two  dwellings  were 
also  destroyed. 

Extensive  Fire  — Memphis,  Tenn  ,  June  18  — An  ex¬ 
tensive  fire  broke  out  hero  last  night,  destroying  tho 
whole  block  of  buildings  occupied  by  the  Bank  of  West 
Tennessee,  the  Commercial  Bank,  J.  W.  McCracken  & 
Co  ,  Gondlett,  Nabas  &  Co  ,  Stewait,  King  &  Co,,  S 
McManns  and  Grle^sman  &  Heffman,  also  a  numiier 
of  offices  occupied  by  cotto.a  factors.  Amount  of  loss 
not  yot  asc  >rtained.

Ilir  crew  will  co  'sist  of  four  men.

Slid  ahort-'e 
trainer  na-oied  E  I;;.Tr,  in  Lexi-  gion,  Ky  ,  on  Tnnrsday, 
iho  former  shot  tho  latter  twice  with  a  pi.tol.  Ojo  ball 
entPied  L-'s  ui'mih  and  posted  out  behind  bis  e'tr. 
Another  hail  linlged  in  his  back.  Edg.ir  is  ropoited 
mortally  woiindcl.  Clay  immodia'eiy  loft  L*-xlngion, 
and  has  not  been  beird  from  since.  The  parlies  have 
not  Ken  on  nm'cib’o  terms  for  tome  time. 


A  conforecco  of  clortymen  upon  the  Maice  Liquor 
Law  had  been  held  at  Manchester,  and  a  resolution  was 
adopted  declaring  legislat  ve  prohibition  of  the  liquor 
traffic  to  be  tho  only  effectual  means  for  the  snppres- 
sion  of  drunkenness. 

Gonial  rains  in  Ireland  had  largely  bsnefittod  tho 
crops,  which  gave  promise  of  great  abnndance. 

Meeting  of  tho  Free-State  Iiegislaturo  and  Con¬ 
vention  at  Topeka,  etc. 

St.  Louis,  Tuesday,  June  16.— The  Free-Stato  Legis¬ 
lature  met  at  Topeka  on  tho  9ih  inst ,  but  there  was 
not  a  quorum  of  the  members  present.  O  i  the  lOih 
they  went  into  secret  ses.‘.ion  to  discns.s  tho  propriety 
of  Immediately  organizing  and  putting  in  oper.rt'on  tho 
new  Government.  Oa  the  ll'h,  t.*-o  Senate  elected  W. 

.  ruii.Lip.s,  United  States  Senator,  in  placo  of  Colonel 
Lane.  The  Legislature  almo4  nnatimously  sustain 
the  Convention. 

Tbe  Free-State  Convention  met  st  Topeka  on  the  9lh 
inst ,  Colonel  Lane  presiding.  A  ref  o' all  m  was  adopted 
disownlog  the  Territorial  Ooverr.msnt,  and  dcc’aring 
that  tho  admission  of  the  Territory  into  the  Union  un¬ 
der  tho  Topeka  Constitution  was  the  only  method  of 
adjusting,  the  diffimlries.  Tha  Convention  pledged 
itself  to  pursue  tho  application  now  pending  before 
Congress,  believing  that  a  measure  so  just  and  in  ac 
cordance  with  the  principles  of  the  past  leglilatlon  of 
the  country  will  be  eventnilly  conceded,  and  announc¬ 
ed  that  it  is  the  duty  of  tho  Legislature  to  comp'eto 
the  State  orgardzition.  Other  reso'ntions,  lec'immead- 
Ing  tho  Free  State  Party  to  disregard  the  approaching 
election,  and  casting  suspicion  on  any  man  who  con¬ 
sents  to  becomo  a  candidate  for  the  Constitutional 
Convention,  were  passed,  and  tho  Convention  ad. 
jou*ned. 

Governor  Walker  and  suite  are  at  Topeka,  He  has 
rpoken  twice,  and  is  trying  to  defeat  the  aciltwi  of  the 
psople. 

The  Pro-Slavery  men  made  a  step  towards  having 
tho  Legislature  broken  up,  but  tho  Executive  authori¬ 
ties  have  not  sanctioned  it, 

Chicago,  June  18.— Governor  Robinson  sent  in  his 
mos  age.  It  recommends  immediate  and  thorough  or- 
ganiza'ion  of  tho  State  Government,  and  codification  of 
tbo  laws;  exAmines  the  inaugural  of  G>v.  Walker 
contonda  that  tbe  Topeka  Co.eslitution  ia  tho  only  clear 
expressl'in  of  the  popular  will  of  Kansu ;  thinks  it 
iaconp'  trnt  for  the  neighboring  States  longer  to  exer 
cIm  sovereignty  in  Kansas,  and  declares  it  Impossible 
for  Free-State  men  to  vote  at  the  bogus  election.  He 
ooncluded  by  saying  he  will  main'Adn  tbe  position  of 
resistance  to  usurped  authority,  at  all  hazards,  and  at 
all  times. 

Bt.  Louis,  Jane  19  — Tbe  Legislature  adjourned  on 
tho  IStb.  Acta  providing  for  taking  of  tbe  census,  ap¬ 
pointing  an  election  on  tbe  flrst  Monday  in  Angu.st  for 
State  officers  and  Representatives  to  Congress,  and  lo' 
eating  tbe  seat  of  Govemment  at  Topeka,  were  passed 
as  also  a  joint  lesointion  under  tbe  Topeka  Constitution 
Censns  act,  providing  for  tbe  appointment  of  five  Mar 
ahals,  whose  Deput  es  sball  take  a  census  immediately 
and  make  an  apportionment  of  tiie  State  wbicb  aball 
give  a  S.'"ORte  of  not  more  than  20  members,  snd 
H  >  k2  60.

Tbo  parent  stalk  is  said  to  have 
como  from  Japan. — Albany  Journal. 

The  Comet  has  not  yet  reached  tho  earth,  as  pre¬ 
dicted,  but  some  distnrbiog  atmospheric  element  seems 
now  abroad.  This  certainly  has  been  a  mo.ri  remark¬ 
able  summer  thns  far,  as  regards  tho  weather  nnd  at¬ 
mospheric  phenomena  In  every  section  of  the  coun¬ 
try  tomadoe.i,  whirlwinds,  hail  storms,  heavy  rains,  ai;d 
oocsequent  fre-hets  have  occurred.  Millions  of  dol¬ 
lars  worth  of  property  have  been  destroyed  by  these 
cansns,  within  tbe  present  month  of  Jure. 

A  Terrific  Hail  Storm  vi-ited  Washington  and  vicinity 
Sunday  a'ternoon,  tho  hall-stares  being  of  enormous 
size.  Great  damage  was  done  to  tkylKhts  and  win¬ 
dows,  and  grain,  vegetables,  and  sbrntiberies  were 
beaten  to  the  ground.  Siiions  injury  must  have  been  | 
done  on  the  plantations  in  its  tiack,  wbicb  extended 
twelve  miles  in  breadth. 

On  Sunday  night  a  violent  thunder  shower  passed 
over  this  city.  There  was  a  deluge  of  w^ter  and  some 
bail. 

The  Steamships  Atlantic,  Vanderbilt  and  Glasgow, 
left  this  port  at  toon  Saturday,  for  Liverpool,  Havre 
and  Glasgow,  Tney  carried  out  an  aggregate  of  five 
handred  and  twenty- one  passengers.  Tbe  Atlantic  and 
Vanderbilt  took  out  $1,898,673  In  specie — a  greater 
sum  than  the  total  shipment  daring  tbe  month  of  June, 
1856.  The  steamsr  Star  of  the  West  also  sailed  Sat¬ 
urday  for  Aspinwall.  She  carried  out  the  semi¬ 
monthly  mails  for  the  Pacific  and  470  passengers. 

Ice  on  Lake  Superior — They  have  had  very  extra- 
ordiniry  June  weather  up  on  the  big  lake,  and  the  ice, 
instead  of  growing  thinner,  appears  to  grow  the  other 
way.  The  Lady  Elgin,  which  has  just  returned  from 
the  lake,  reports  that  she  was  embarraesed  from  the  1  lih 
to  the  14th  of  June,  by  Immense  fields  of  ice  twelve  or 
foutteen  inches  thick,  and  was  hemmed  in  at  Grand  Is¬ 
land  for  two  days,  unable  to  proceed,  by  the  vast  ex¬ 
panse  which  met  her  on  every  hand.  We  may  well  re- 
j-dee  that  the  comet  has  taken  its  leave. — Toledo  Blade. 

Freshet — Lives  Jjost  — On  Wednesday  afternoon 
and  evening  last,  the  Sic  Mile  Creek,  at  I.hica,  Waa- 
tern  New  York,  was  so  swelled  by  the  incesrant  rains 
that  Halsey’s  mill  and  dams  were  carried  away,  that 
the  water  rose  on  tbe  main  street  three  feet  in  half  an 
hour,  and  eleven  or  twelve  persons  were  drowned. 

Great  Tried  of  Reapers  and  Mowers  — Tho  13th  of 
July  has  been  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States  Agricultural  Society,  for  the  national  trial  of 
reapers  and  mowers,  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y.  Seventy  ma- 
cbices  have  already  entered  for  compotition. 

The  Philadelphia  Bulletin  states  that  a  Mrs.  Mills 
formeily  an  actress,  an  inmate  of  tbe  InMoe  Asyinm 
was  cruelly  murdered  on  Satordav,  by  an  imaue  com 
panioD,  by  beating  her  over  the  bead  with  a  club. 

Deaths — There  were  Only  834  deaths  In  tbe  city 
last  week.  Toe  number  of  tbe  week  previous  amounted 
to  863.  There  were  22  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  6 
from  small  pox,  8  from  Bea»leo,  atd  14  resulted  from 
vli^nt  amts.  The  city  w  r'Tc/ more  bealthg 


Destructive  Whirlwinds. — Besides  tbe  destructive 
tornado  which  passed  through  a  portion  of  Oneida  Co., 
on  Saturday  la^t,  the  town  of  Ojwsgo  and  a  part  of 
Schenectady  county,  were  also  visited  the  same  day 
with  hnrricanes,  equally  dlsaatrone  in  their  effects.  The 
Oswego  Times  sajs: 

“  The  tornado  commenced  at  a  point  five  mi'es  south¬ 
west  of  the  city,  near  the  rtsidence  of  Mr.  Petor  Sim¬ 
mons.  Daring  the  storm  two  large  clouds  were  observ¬ 
ed  rnshing  together  with  immense  force  The  noise  of 
their  collision  rosembted  the  report  of  a  cannon,  and 
was  heard  a  considorabla  distance.  The  wind  seems 
to  bavo  leaped  from  tbe  clouds,  and  descending  towards 
tbo  earth,  tbe  entire  roof  of*a  bam  belonging  to  Mr. 
Simmons  was  taken  off,  and  the  fragments,  boards, 
siilngles,  and  pieces  of  rafters  strewed  along  for  the  dis¬ 
tance  of  one  and  a  quarter  milea  Tho  whirlwind  pass¬ 
ed  on,  and  next  struck  the  dwelling  bouse  of  Mr.  Jas. 
Cole,  took  out  tho  gable  end  and  took  up  tho  building, 
actually  tUTuing  it  half  round  on  its  foundations. 

Tho  orchard  of  Mr.  Oliver  Foster  was  next  in  its 
course.  This  was  completely  prostrated,  some  of  the 
trees  taken  np  and  tossed  hitber  and  thither  at  the 
sport  of  the  destrojor,  and  tops  of  tho  trees  sent  flying 
through  the  air  at  a  great  distance. 

The  whirlwind  attacked  two  bams  belonging  to  M''! 
Henry  Rowe,  and  utterly  destroyed  bath.  One  of 
them  was  taken  from  the  “underpinning”  and  carried 
bodily  about  four  rods,  where  It  fell  to  the  earth  a  heap 
of  ruins.  The  other  b.am  was  broken  in  pieces  and 
strewed  abont  in  all  directions.  Beyond  the  barns  of 
Mr.  Rowe,  tbe  course  of  this  whirlwind  is  marked  dii- 
tinctly  to  the  Oswego  river,  by  nptnmed  trees  bore  and 
there,  through  orchards  and  wood-lots,  but  after  getting 
about  one  mile  east  of  Mr.  Rowe’s  residence,  its  princi¬ 
pal  fnry  seems  to  have  been  spent,  and  its  traces  dis- 
spiiear  entirely  on  reaching  tbe  rivor.  The  lo.s  of 
property  cannot  be  less  than  $25,000.” 

There  was  also  a  severe  hail  storm  on  Saturday,  in 
the  vicinity  of  Hartford,  Connectient.  In  Windsor, 
Canada,  there  was  a  tornado  on  Monday,  which  uproot¬ 
ed  trees  and  did  other  damage.  Iu  those  sections 
where  the  whirlwinds  occuired  on  the  13(,b,  the  impres¬ 
sion  prevailed  among  the  credulous  that  ‘‘tha  comet” 
had  actually  stmek  and  commenced  its  errand  of  de- 
stmetioD. 

More  Anti-Rentism. — A  ne'w  trouble  has  arisen  in 
the  Anti-Rent  District,  In  the  town  of  Berne,  about 
twenty-two  miles  from  Albany.  Sheriff  Brayton,  with 
several  deputies,  on  Satnrday  afternoon  was  proceeding 
there  to  make  a  sale  of  property  held  by  a  man  named 
Shultz,  when  they  were  fired  npon  by  some  persons 
concealed  in  the  bashes  by  the  roadside.  No  one  was 
iojnred,  though  one  of  the  party  recaived  a  shot  through 
bis  hat.  They  immediitely  gave  chase,  and  succeeded 
in  capturing  Shultz’s  son  who  bad  a  gun  in  his  posses¬ 
sion.  The  Sheriff  then  proceeded  to  Berne  and  made 
the  sale  withont  farther  trouble.  Subsequently  several 
other  arrests  were  made,  and  yonng  Shultz  was  com¬ 
mitted  after  a  preliminary  examination. 

Dogs'  Deaths — During  the  week  ending  Juno  20th, 
838  dogs,  consisting  of  all  grades  and  conditions,  New- 
fonr  diand,  Scotch  and  Ball  TerriecS)  Pointers,  Blood¬ 
hounds,  Spaniels,  common  cur  and  poodle,  have  been 
killed  in  nc.'ordance  with  City  ordinances,  and  sent  to 
the  dead  animal  contractor’s  dock  at  the  foot  of  46th 
street,  and  immediately  transferred  to  Barren  I'<Iand, 
with  31  dead  horse-s,  4  cows  and  11  hogs. 

The  Election  in  Kansas — St.  Louis,  June  22 — Tho 
Republican  loarrsthat  the  counties  of  Doniphan,  Atchi¬ 
son,  Leavenworth,  Johnson,  Jefferson,  Shawnee  and 
Donglas,  in  Kansas,  have  elected  41  democratic  dele¬ 
gates  to  the  CocBliturional  Convention. 

A  letter  to  the  Democrat  says  that  the  voto  of  Lea- 
venwtTih  is  226,  and  that  that  of  tho  whole  county  will 
rot  exceed  6' 0.  Jefferson  county  gives  60 ;  Donglas, 
176,  and  Franklin  30  as  far  as  heard  from. 

Lawrence,  K  T.,  Juno  16,  via  St.  Lonis,  Juno  22. — 
The  toiai  vote  of  Dooglas  county  for  de'egates  to  the 
Constituilor  al  Convention,  is  293 ;  only  three  precincts 
ha  I  polls  opeced.  The  pro-slavery  ticket  is  elected. 
Only  five  precincts  were  r'pened  south  of  Kaw  river, 
ei'-ipt  in  the  border  conntios.  Tho  totil  vote  wil 
probably  fail  shortof  4,0i,0. 

The  Thunder  Storm  which  paired  over  Ihi.s  city 
Sunday  night,  was  teiriflc  at  Washington  and  Philadel¬ 
phia.  A  Wa.shington  corresp’o  dont  lays : 

“  The  range  of  tho  terrible  huil  storm  yesterday  has 
not  Veen  ascertalred.

Gl.'>.s  t^l^ec-«•ighth^  of  r.n  iiich  thick,  in  tho  skylights  of 
tho  Cflpitel,  were  broken.  The  li'ir.try  was  thus  expo.'cd 
lo  the  polling  storm.  E -cry  grcorihcn'e  tr  conrevva- 
tory  in  the  city  is  very  much  damaged,  except  lho^o  of 
Mr.  Corcoran,  wliicli  are  protcclod  by  stiong  French 
p'ato  gliis".

TO  8ABBATH  SCHOOL  TEACHERS. 

The  grand  design  of  Sabbath  School  instruc¬ 
tion  is  to  seoure  the  conversion  and  final  salva¬ 
tion  of  the  dear  children  and  youth  who  may  be 
brought  under  its  infiaenoe.  How  shall  this  ob¬ 
ject  bo  obtained  ? 

First  of  all,  teachers  must  resolve  to  keep  the 
ultimate  end  of  all  their  labors  constantly  before 
their  minds.  And  they  must  determine  not  to 
be  satisfied  with  anything  less  than  the  attain¬ 
ment  of  this  infinitely  important  object. 

Having  formed  this  reBolntion,  it  is  evident 
that  the  teacher  must,  in  the  first  place,  cultivate 
an  earnest  1  >ve  for  the  sonls  of  his  pupils.  With¬ 
out  a  deep  sense  of  the  worth  of  toe  immortal 
spirit,  he  will  not  he  likely  to  labor  with  that 
wbdom,  seal  and  perseverance  which  will  proba¬ 
bly  be  necessary  to  seoure  the  desired  end.  But, 
with  a  heart  overflowing  with  affection  for  the 
souls  of  his  soholars,  ho  oau  hardly  fail  to  ex¬ 
hibit  snob  an  earnest  desire  for  their  present  and 
eternal  good  as  will  gain  their  respeotfnl  atten 
tion.  And  when  he  has  done  this,  he  has  ao 
•oompUshed  what  in  many  oases  is  the  most  diffi 
onlt  part  of  the  great  wo'-k. 

Again,  the  teacher  must  consider  it  as  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  toe  utmost  importanoe  that  the  cardinal 
doctrines  of  the  gospel  be  brought  home  to  the 
heart  cf  each  one  of  bis  pupils.  He  must  oon- 
atantly  bear  in  mind  that  the  Word  is  the  sword 
of  the  Spirit.  It  is  through  the  truth  that  the 
soul  is  converted  as  well  as  sanctified.  And  he 
need  not  fear  having  too  mnoh  oonfidenoe  in  the 
Word  of  God  in  this  respect  Let  him  take,  as 
his  motto,  that  remarkable  declaration  of  the 
Psalmist :  '*  The  law  of  tho  Lord  is  perfect,  con¬ 
verting  the  soul."  The  great  plan  of  salvation 
must  be  so  clearly  taught  that  the  youngest 
nund  oau  oomprehend  it  And  this  may  be  done 
if  the  teacher  understand  it  perfectly  himself. 
We  have  no  scholars  in  our  Sabbath  Schools  so 
young  or  so  feeble-minded  as  not  to  be  able  to 
oomprehend  that  we  are  all,  by  natnr^  rebels 
against  God’s  government,  and  exposed  to  his 
wrath ;  and  that,  notwithstanding  oar  offences, 
he  offers  ns  pardon  on  condition  that  we  will  ac¬ 
cept  it  ai  a  free  gift,  purchased  for  us  by  the 
death  of  His  only  Son.  The  teacher  most  aim 
to  make  his  pupils  feel  that  religion  is  a  subject 
in  which  they  are  all  personally  and  most  deeply 
interested. 

Bat,  above  all,  most  those  engaged  in  impart¬ 
ing  religious  instruotiou  to  the  young,  feel  the 
need  of  toe  Spirit’s  uiflaenoo  upon  the  hearts  of 
their  soholars,  and  plead  most  earnestly  for  the 
blessing  of  God  upon  their  labors.  And  we  fear 
that  it  is  in  this  very  thing  that  teaohen  are 
most  likely  to  faiL  The  seeds  of  heavenly  truth 
may  be  sown  ever  so  freely  in  the  minds  of  the 
yonng,  but  they  will  never  spring  np  unless  they 
are  moistened  by  the  dews  of  divine  grace  and 
warmed  by  the  sunshine  of  the  Holy  Spirit  Un 
doubtedly  oonverslona  in  our  Sunday  Schools 
would  be  greatly  multiplied  if  teaehers  spent 
more  time  at  the  throne  of  grace.  A  poet  pU 
losopher  haa  said  that,  "  Prayer  is  the  slender 
nerve  that  moveth  the  tcusoles  of  Omnipotenoe.’’ 
If  this  be  true,  how  greatly  are  we  eneouraged 
to  its  firequent  use. 


IE  FIDEL  AND  THE 
SCHOOL. 

There  is  no  evangelical  agency  which  so  readily 
propitiates  a  large  olass  of  men  having  the  repu¬ 
tation  of  opposers  cf  religion,  as  that  which  pro¬ 
poses  the  moral  and  religious  eduoation  of  the 
children.  A  missionary  of  the  .\merioaa  Sunday 
Solool  UoioD,  writes : 

“  At  a  certain  place  in  Wisooniin,  I  was  told 
that  there  was  a  stone  school  house  which  had 
been  used  lor  some  years  as  a  week-day  school, 
but  no  religious  meeting  held  there.  My  infor¬ 
mants  added,  they  ought  to  have  a  Sanday  Sohool, 
but  no  one  could  be  started  there,  for  a  oertain 
man,  who  was  oonsidered  an  infidel,  would  op 
pose. 

I  called  on  this  gentleman,  and  presented  the 
■nbjeot.  He  raised  objections  to  a  Sanday  School, 
as  in  his  estimate  the  Bible  was  not  of  mnoh  ac- 
oonnt,  bat  did  not  oppose  tho  idea  that  the 
memory  might  be  benefitted  by  the  exercises  of 
the  school  And  at  length  he  said,  there  were 
some  good  things  in  the  New  Testament,  whiob 
it  was  well  for  tho  children  to  learn.  As 
he  invited  me  to  dme  with  him,  I  readily  accep¬ 
ted  the  invitation.  Before  leaving  I  asked  him 
if  he  had  any  objection  to  my  lecturing  in  the 
school-house  the  next  Sabbath.  He  very  pleae- 
autly  said  that  he  would  not  object :  that  if  a 
Mormon  should  oome  along  and  wito  to  hold 
forth  there,  he  might  have  the  privilege.  On 
visitiog  some  fii'tcen  families  that  day,  and  learn¬ 
ing  that  most  of  them  were  anxioas  for  a  Sunday 
School,  I  made  an  appoiniment  for  the  next  Sat- 
bath  morning.  The  result  was  a  full  house, 
among  whom  was  the  iifilel,  with  his  boys  at 
his  side.  I  distributed  hymu  books,  and  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  getting  np  an  interest  in  sioging.  As 
they  were  farmers,  I  took  for  my  subjeot,  sowing 
seed,  having  for  my  motto  “  In  the  morniog  sow 
thy  seed"  (Eool.  11,  6)  When  I  closed,  I 
gave  an  opportnnity  for  remarks  pertaining  to 
the  subject,  or  questions  proposed,  as  I  am  ac- 
onstomed  to  'do.  The  infilcl  osme  to  the 
stand  and  said  ho  had  semo  remarks  to  make, 
and  then  said  '  Friends,  we  send  oar  children 
to  the  day-:chool  that  they  may  learn.  It  is  a 
good  thing  and  very  important. 

"  And  now,  as  to  this  Sunday  Sohool,  there  are 
some  good  things  in  the  New  Testament  whioh  it 
good  for  onr  children  to  learn.  And  as  to 
these  Sunday-School  books,  (a  fire  dollar  library 
stoed  before  them,)  from  the  information  which 
I  have,  I  think  they  are  got  up  in  such  a  way  as 
to  be  unobjectionable,  interesting  and  instructive. 
And  now,  I  have  a  proposition  to  m  .ko.  If  yon 
will  start  a  Sunday-School  and  keep  it  up,  I 
will  buy  the  library  and  hymn-books,  which 
shall  be  for  its  bemfi'i,  and  when  you  have  read 
this  through  I  wiU  get  another.’

The  Church  Journal  has  an  interestiog  arti¬ 
cle  on  assooiated  effort,  and  the  men  who  nsually 
are  selected  practically  to  execute  their  plans. 

It  justly  remarks,  that  too  much  is  ezsoted  of  a 
few  prominent  clergymen  and  laymen,  instead  of 
dividing  up  both  the  labor  and  responsibility. 
Its  suggestions  are  quite  as  applicable  to  organ¬ 
ized  assooiations  among  Presbyterians  as  ainong 
other  denominations.  Tho  Journal  aUudesto  the 
absence  of  offi-iors  of  sooieties  and  the  want  of  a 
quorum,  and  also  the  want  of  sympathy  for  eaoh  ' 
obj-iot,  where  so  many  honors  are  “  thrust  ** 
upon  a  few  men.  As  a  remedy,  it  says : 

It  would  be  well,  both  for  clergymen  and  lay¬ 
men,  who  occupy  a  oonsidcrable  number  of  effi- 
oea,  to  think  over  tho  matter  quietly  and  oare- 
fuliy  themselves,  and  see  how  far  they  have  at¬ 
tended  to  their  duties,  and  how  far  they  have 
not.  Nor  should  they  weigh  merely  their  out¬ 
ward  atteudanoe  on  the  routine  of  meetiDgs,  but 
should  measure  tho  depth  and  strength  of  tho 
working  interest,  and  active  thought,  whiob  they 
bring  to  the  Sooieties  whioh  they  help  to  man¬ 
age.  Let  them  ohooje,  then,  the  one,  or  two,  wr 
perhaps  three  (an  extraordinary  number)  in 
whioh  they  feel  that  their  interest  is  strong  and 
deep  enough  to  naake  them  real  and  thorough 
workers :  and  resign  all  the  rest,  of  their  own 
accord.  This  would  be  at  once  a  relief  to  them¬ 
selves,  and  a  sure  mosns  to  aooeierate  the  ae- 
tion,  and  increase  the  iatelligent  vigor,  of  all  our 
Institutions. 

If  this  be  not  enough,  wo  would  then  recom¬ 
mend  to  each  one  of  onr  Sooieties  to  adopt  a 
principle  whioh  has  been  tried  with  the  happiest 
results  in  some  of  the  Churoh  Sooieties  in  Eng¬ 
land.  It  is  that,  eaoh  year,  a  oertain  proportion 
of  the  names  of  the  old  Committee  shonld  bo 
struck  off, — say  a  fourth,  or  fifth,  or  perhaps  a 
tenth : — those  being  selected  who,  on  iDspeotion 
of  the  minutes,  appear  to  have  been  most  fre¬ 
quently  absent  from  the  meetiogs  during  the 
year.  This  rule  being  incorporated  in  the  By¬ 
laws,  and  the  choice  resting  not  on  opinion,  or 
personal  proferenoo,  or  anything  else  than  the 
recorded  aots  of  the  parties  tbemselves,  there 
would  be  no  room  for  the  creation  of  unpleasint 
feeling,  or  bad  blood.  It  would  ensure  the  re¬ 
maining  of  those  who  cared  the  most  about  tho 
work  of  the  Society,  and  the  departure  of  those 
who  oared  the  least.  It  would  keep  our  manag¬ 
ing  Committees  made  up  of  live  men.  It  would 
also  enlarge  greatly  tho  number  cf  men  actually 
engaged  in  the  work  of  the  Churoh,  and  thus 
widen  greatly  the  range  of  individnal  interest, 
and  multiply  tho  opportunities  for  kindling  fresh 
enthusiasm,  and  gathering  in  aid  from  eouroes 
now  inaooessible.  The  work  of  the  Church 
would  thus  become,  in  a  few  years,  as  vigor¬ 
ous  and  as  healthful  as  it  is  possible  for  associat¬ 
ed  effort  to  be. 

And  to  oomplete  this  happy  oharge,  those 
who  are  in  high  station  among  us,  and  Rectors 
of  parishes  generally,  should  be  cmstautly  on 
the  look  out  for  men — young,  yet  rising  men — 
who  have  ability  and  zeal  enough  to  make  them 
ready  and  steady  workers ;  and  they  should  use 
all  proper  exertions  to  get  them  elected  into 
suoh  Sooieties  as  are  best  adapted  to  their  tastes 
and  powers,  before  the  noble  and  williog  energy 
of  youth  be  past,  and  the  frosts  of  age  begin  to 
ohill  the  blood,  to  weaken  the  wiog  of  hope,  and 
inoliue  a  man  less  to  labor  than  to  repose.  Tbese 
posts  are  posts  of  honor,  indeed ;  but  only  be* 
cause  they  are,  or  are  supposed  to  be,  fields  of 
labor.  The  Utter  must  first  be  secured.  The 
honor  will  then  take  oare  of  itself.
